The Court being fenfible, that the Teftimoniesiaim 
~of the Parties bewitched ufed to be efteemed asim 
Sufpicions or Prefumptions againft one_ indicted iim 


_ Witchcraft, the Teftimonies of feveral Perfons 


were heard, who were notorioufly bewitched, and im 
ands, and 
ging the Spe&res or Apparitions of G.B.to be con. Him 
cerned in their Torments: At the Examination i 
of this G.B. the Perfons betwitched were moft iim 
grievoufly handled, with preternatural 
which could not be counstterfeited, all afcribing 
what happened to them to the Endeavours off A 
-G.B.to kill them. One of the bewitched 
fons upon Tryal confeffed, That in all her Ago- 
nies, a ditrle black haired Man came to her, day- 
ing his Name was B. bidding herferc her Hand@ 
to a Book which he {fhewed her, and boafting# 
“hat. he ‘was a. Conjurer, above the -ordinary] 


with the Offer .of that Book, faying, fhe frould be 
arid. mecd fear no.Body, if fhe would but igi te

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‘The Teftimonies of the other Sufferers con- 
with this, and it was remarkable, that 
hereas biting was one of the Ways, which Witches 
* Muted to torment the Sufferers; when they cried 
of G. B. biting them, the print of Teeth 
i Mmwould be feen on the Flefh of the Complainers, 
fos and juft fuch a Set of Teeth as G. B’s would then 
a 5 appear upon them, which could be diftinguifhed 
=chofe ofother Men. Others of them teftified, 
m Me that in their Torments G. B, tempted them to go 
‘afm to a Sacrament, to whichthey perceived him, with 
the Sound of a other Witches, 
“> Ma who quickly after the Sound would come from all 
ese Quarters unto the Rendezvous. Qne of them fall- 
ing intoa Trance, affirmed that G B had carried 
ed ia her away into a very high Mountain, where he 
her Mighty and Glorious Kingdoms, and 
“4 f faid, he would give herthem all, if fhe would write ix 
his Book ; but fhe told him,’ rhey were none of his to 
_ give, and refufed his Propofals, enduring a great 
deal of Torment forthat Refufal. 
It coft the Court a great deal of Trouble to 
me the Teftimonies o Sufferers; for when’ they 
{ were going to give tggheir Depofitions, they would 
for along time with Fits, chac madé 
m me them incapable of faying any thing. The Chief 
<M Judge asked the Prifoner, who he thought hia-* 
-dered the Witnefles from giving their Teftimonies 
and he anfwered, he fuppofed it was the Devil. -That 
id | Honourable Perfon rephed, How comes the Devil to 
§ be fo loth to have any Tiftimony born againft yeu? 
ye which caft him into very great Confufion. 
vd But further, It hath been very ufual for the 


People bewitched to be entertained with the A 
paritions of Ghofts of murdered People, at the 
fame time that the Speétres of the Witches troubled - 
them, and thefe Ghofts always frighted the Be. 
holders more than all the other fpe&tral Rep¥e- 
fentations; and when they fhewed themfelves, they

-always) eried out oof: being «murthered by the 
othervViolences of the Perfons who 
were prefentin Spe&re.. And we are further to 
cenfider, that once or twicethefe Apparitions have 
Leen feen by ctherss at the fame tme that 
they have appeared to the sbewitched;. and 
tLefe Apparitions have feldom been feen, but when 
fcmething unufual or unfufpected hath attended 
the Death of the Parry thus appearing ; fome who 
shave been :accufed by thefe Apparitions*accofting 
of the bewitched People, who.had never heard a 
Word of anyfuch Perions ever being in the World, 
-have upon a fair Exemimation, freely; and fully con- 
fefled the Murthers of thofe very Perfons, though 
thefe@lfo-did not. know how the Apparitions had 
complained.of them. -Accordingly feveral of the 
bewitched had given in their Teftimony, that they 
shad been troubled with the Apparitions of two 
Women, «ho faid. they were G B’s two Wives, 
-and that he hed:been the-Death of them, and that 
~Magiftrates muft be told of it, before whom, 
min6 af B. upon his Tryal dénied.it, they did not know 
that they fhould appearagain in Court. 
_ Now G B. had been Infamobs;, for the.barbarous 
Ufage of his two lace Wives, all] the Country over; 
befides it was teftified; that the Spectre of G. B. 
threatning*of the Sufferers rold them, that befides 
_. others, he had killedMrs: Lawfon and her Daugh- 
ter Anne. And-it.was obferved, that thefe were the 
Wifeand Daughter of one, whom this:G. B. miglic 
' have a prejudice towards, being ferviceable at Sa/em 
Village, from whence himfelf had, in ill times 
-femoved fome Years before; and that when they 
. Gied, which was long fince, there were fome odd 
Cireumftances about them, . which made fome of 
the Attendants there fufpe& fomething of Witch- 
craft, though. none imagined from whence it © 


_fhouldcome. 
| G. B. 
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G.B: being now upon his Tryal,. one of th: 
bewitched Perfons was feized with Horror by th: 
Ghofts of B’s two -deceafed Wives, then appear- 
ing before-him, and erying for Vengeance againft 
him. Upon which feveral of the. bewitched Per- 
fons'were fucceffively called-in, who not knowing 
hat the former had feém or faid, concurred in — 
heir Horror of the Apparition, which each af- 
firmed he had before him. But he, though much 
concerned, abfolutely denied that he faw any thing 
of it, nor was it any Part of his Conviction. 

FJudicious Perfons have allowed it, ftrong 
Evidence in the Convidting of Witches, when Per- 
fons are impeached by other Notorious Witches, 
to be as ill as themfelves, efpecially if the Perfons 
have been much noted for neglecting the Worfhip 
of Gad: Now as there might have been Tefti- 
monies enough of -G. Bs; Antipathy Prayer, - 
and the other Ordinances of God,.’ though by his. 
Profeffion, fingularly obliged’toir; fo there 
come in againft the Prifonér thé, Tettimonies: of 
feveral Perfons;. who confefled their having been: 
horrible Witches, ‘and ever fince their Confeflions, 
had terribly. tormented. by the. 
Devils and other Witches, as muchas the other 
Sufferers, and undergone the Painsof many: Deaths 
Thefe now. teftified, that GB: had- been at» 
Witch-meetings::with them, and¢that he was’ the 
Petfon that bad feduced and compelled them into. 
the Snares of Witchcraft... Thathe promifed them 
fine Cloaths for, doing it, ‘that he brought Poppers 
to them, :and Thorns to ftick into thofe Poppets 
for the affi@ting of other Perfons; and that he, 
exhorted them with the reft of the Crew to: be- 
witch all Salem Village; but.to do it gradually- if 
they. would prevail in what they didi 
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‘When the Lancafiire Witches were condemned, 
IT-don’t remember there was any confiderable fur- 
ther Evidence than that of the bewitched, with 
that of fome that confefled= but there were other 
Things againft G. B. to render what had been al- 
ready produced more credible, It 1s reckoned a- 
mongft the Convictions of a Witch, by 2 famous: 
Divine, That the Teftimony:of the Party bewitch- 
ed, whether pining or dying, together with the 
joint Oaths of fufficient ‘Perfons, that have feen 
eertain prodigious Pranks or Feats wrought by the 
Party accufed, were fufficient; and it appeared, 
that G.B. had enfnared himfelf by feveral In. 
ftances, which he had formerly-given of his pre- 
rernatural Strength, which were now produced a- 
gainft him; for though he was a very puny Man, 
yet he had often done Things beyond the Strength 
of a Giant. A*Gun of about feven Foot Barrel, 
and fo heavy, that Strong Men could not fteadily 
hold it out with both Hands, as appeared by the 
 Teftimonies of feveral Perfons of Credit and Ho- 
-gmour, he made nothing of taking it up behind the 
Lock,with one Hand,andholding it out like aPiftol, 
at Arm’s Length; but G.B. in his Vindication, 
faid that an Indian was there and held it out at the 
fame time ; whereas none of the Spettators ever 
faw any fuch Indian, but fuppofed, the Black Man. 
(which the Witches call the Devil, and they com- 
monly fay refembles an Indien) might afford him 
Affiftiance. Evidence was likewife broughtin, that 
ké made nothing of*taking wpa whole Barrel filled 
with Malafes or Cider, in very difadvanragious 
Poftures, and carrying them through the Diffi- 
eulteft Places out of a Canoo to the Shoar. 

Two other Witnefles teftified, that. G.B. only 
putting the Fore-finger of his Right-hand into thé 
Muzzle of a heavy Gun, or a Fouling- piece’ ahout 
fix or feven Foot Barrel, lifted up the Gun and 
held it out at Arm’s Leagth, whichthe Deponents 

thought 
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hought a Strong Man could not with both Hands 
Mlift up, and hold out at the Butt-end as ufual. 
One of thefe Witneffes was over-perfwaded by 
fome People, to be out of the way upon. G.Bs 
mT ryal, but he came afterwards with. fomow for 
his withdrawing, and gave his Teftrmony. 

Several Witneffes likewife- came in, whofe 
ftimonies related. to the Domettick Affairs of G. Bi 
which had a very Afpe& ‘upon. him, and not 
only proved him’a very ill Man, bur alfo 
firmed the Belief of the: Chara&ter which-had 
ready been given. 

It was alfo teftified, that keeping:his two fuce 
ceffive Wives in a ftrange Kind of Slavery, he 
would when he came home from abroad, pretend ~ 
to tell the Talk which any had with them ; that he - 
had brought them to the-point of Death by his. 
hard dealing with them, and then made the People 
about him to promife that in cafe Death fhould:. 
happen, they would fay nothing of ic: that he 
ufed all’the means he could to make his Wives ‘to 
Write, Sign, Swear and Seal a Covenant, never to 
reveal any of his Secrets; That his Wives had 
privately. complained. to “the: Neighbours about™ 
frightful Apparitions of evil Spirits, with which 
their Houfe was fometimes infefted, and that many 
fuch Things have been whiipered amongft the- 
Neighbourhood ;_ there were abfo fome other Te-. 
{timonies relating to the Death of People, where- 
by the Confciences of an impartiatJary were con-- 
vinced that G. B: had bewitched the Perfons mene - 
tioned in the Complaints,. 
One. Mr. Rack, Brother-in-Law to this G. 
teftified that G.B. and himfelf, and his Sifter G.2a’s 
Wife, going out for two or three Miles-to gather 
Strawberries, Ruck with his Sifter rode home 
very foftly, with G. 8. in their Companyon foor;’ 
who ftepped afide a little into the Bufhes, upon 
which they ftopped a little, and hallowed for him, 
B.4.. bute. 
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but he mot anfwering they went homewards, and 
quickened their Pace without expecting to fee him 
in a confiderable time; yet when they were gor 
home almoft, to their great Aftonifhmenr, they 
found him. on Foot with them, having a Basket of 
Strawberries: G. B then immediately fell to chide 
his Wife, for what fhe had been {peaking to her 
Brother of him on the Road, which when they 
wondered at, he* told them he* knew their 
Thoughts. Ruck being flartled at that, made fome 
Reply, intimating, that the Devil himfelf did not 
~ know fo far; but G. B. made anfwer, My Ged makes 

known your Thoughts tome. 
_ “The Prifoner.now at the Bar had nothing to ans 
fwer unto what was) now witnefied againft him, 
that: was worth confidering, only he faid, Ruck 
and bis Wife left a Man with him, when they left him, 
which Rack now affirmed to be falfe; and when 
the Court asked him, what the Man’s. Name was, 
his Countenance was much altered, nor could he 
fay who’ it was... But the Court began to think, 
that he.then ftepped: afide, that by the. Affiftance 
of the Black-Man he might put on his Invifibility, 
and in that Fafcinating Mitt, gratify his own Jea- 
lous Humour to know. what they faid of him; 
which Trick of. rendering themfelves invifible,. 
Witches pretend to, and which is often Demon= 
firated thatthey do perform. . |... 
further, as faltering, faulry, inconftant and. 
contrary Anfwers, upon judicial and deliberate 
Examination, are counted unlucky Symptoms of 
vilt, in all Crimes and efpecially Witchcraft ; 
there never ‘was. a Perfon more eminent for them 
than G. B. both at his Examination, and on his 
his Contradictions and Falfehoods, fhewing. 
that he had very little to fay, having alledg'd fome 
things which he could not prove, reflecting on the. 
Reputation of fome of the Witnefles; only he 
gavein a Paper to the Jury, wherein be 
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ad. many,times before granted, not only that there. 


m Witches, but alfo that the prefent, Sufferings of, 
of lie’Country are the Effects of Horrible Witchcraft, 
-y et he now endeavoured to evince,.har there nei-, 
of Mamrber are, nor ever were Witches, that having made ,

HE was Indi&ed for Béwitching feveral Per..- 


fons tn the Neighbourhood. The Indi&ment. 
being drawn’ up according to the Form in fuch 

afes made ufe of, and fhe pleading not guilry, 
feveta) Perfons were brought in, who had long. 
ndergone many kind of Miféries, which.- were. 
preternaturally inflifted, and generally afcribed to. 
a horrible Waitehcraft. There was little occafiog 
o prove the Witchcraft, it being Evident and 
Notorious to all’ the Beholders; yet to fix ir. 
on the ‘Prifoner’. at the; Bar, the firft Thing. 
made’ ufe’ of was. the Teftimony of the bewitch», 
ed, fevéral of which teftified, that the Shapes 
of ‘the Prifoner oftentimes very grievoufly 
pinched them, choaked them, bit "and: 
fitted them, urging them to 
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Namés in a Book, which the faid SpeSre‘called 
Ours. One of them further teftified, that it was 
the Shape of this Prifoner,with another, which one 
Day took her from her Wheel, and carried her 
to the River Side, and threatned to drowmher, if 
fhe did not fign to the Book mentioned, which 
notwithftanding fhe refufed. Others alfo.teftified, 
that the faid Shape did in her Fhreats boaft toi 
them, that fhe had been the Death of fundry Per- im 
fons, which fhe then named, and that fhe had rid~. 
den a Man whom fhe-then named. Another tefti- 
fied, the Apparition of the Ghofts unto the Speére 
*. Of Bibop cried out, Yu murthered us, The Matter ie 
Fa& giving fufficient Sufpicion of the. Truth 
of it. | 
. Ir-was alfo: teftified,; that at the Examination of 
the Prifoner before the Magiftrates, the bewitched 
were extremely tortured. If-fhe-did but caft her 
Eyeson them, they were prefently fruck' down; 
and in fuch a manner that there could be'no Deceit - 
in the Matter; but as foon as fhe touched them . 
_ with her Hand, when they lay in. their Swoons, Hg 
they. would. immediately. Revive; and not. upon. 
the Fouch of any one elfe. Befides upon fome -par- 
_ ticular A@tions of her Body, as the fhaking of her: 
Head, or the turfiing of her Eyes, they prefently. 
and painfully fell tnto the like Poftures. And 
many of the like Atcidents now fell out whilft. 
fhe:was at the.Bar; one at the fame time teftifying, 
that fle faid,: fhe could not be troubled te-fee the 
Affi&ted thus tormented. 
There was: Teftimony- likewife brought iny 
that a-Man ftriking once at a Place. where a be-. 
witched. Perfon faid the Shape of this lg ah 
the bewitched cried.out, that he had tore her Coat. 
in a Place then particularly mentioned, and the.

teftify'd, That eight Years ago, as 
he Jay awake in his Bed, with a Light burning in 
the Room, he was annoyed withthe Apparition of @ 
this Bifbop, and of two more that were Strangers to 
him, who came and opprefled him fo, that he

the Sufferers. ‘There were fuch 
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Ghofts teftify'd by fome of the prefent Sufferers, 
and the Ghofts affirmed,That this How had murther- 
ed them,which things were fufpe&ed but not proved. 

This How had made fome Attempts of joining to 
the Church of Jpfwich feveral Years ago, but fhe 
was denied an Admiffion into that Society, partly 
through a pr oye of Witchcraft then urged 
againft her. And there now came in Teftimo- 
nies of preternatural Mifchiefs, prefently befalling 
fome who had been Inftrumental in hindering her 
from entering into the Communion fhe éndeavour- 
ed to intrude her felf into. 

There was a particular Depofition of Fofeph Staf- 
ford, That his Wife had receiv’d an extream Aver- 
fion to this How on the Reportsof her Witcherafts ; 
but How one Day taking her by the Hand, and fay- 
ing, I, believe you are not ignorant of the great © 
Scandal I lie under by an evil Report raifed upon 
me, fhe immediately, and without Perfwafion , 
like one enchanted, began to take this Woman’s 
Part. How being fometime after propofed, as defi- 
rous to be admitted to the Table of the Lord, 
fome of the pious Brethren were diffatisfy’d about 
her. The Elders appointed a Meeting to hear Mat- 
ters objected againft her, and no Arguments in the 
World would hinder this Gaod-wife Stafford from 
going to the Letture. She promifed indeed with 
much ado, That fhe would not go tothe Church- 
Meeting, yet fhe could not refrain going there alfo. 
How's Affairs were there fo examined, that fhecame 
off rather guilty than cleared; neverthelefs, Good- 
Wife Stafford could not forbear taking her by the 
Hand, and faying, Though you are condemned 
before Men, you are juftify’d before God ; fhe was 
quickly taken in a very ftrange manner, ranting, 
raving, raging, and crying out, Goody How muit 
come into the Church ; fhe isa precious Saint, and 
though fhe be condemned before Men, fhe is jufti- 
fy'd before God ; fo the — for the Space of 
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two or three Hours, and then fell into a Trance. 
But coming to her felf, fhe cried out, Ha! I was 
miftaken, repeating again the fame Words; and be- 


_ ang asked by the Standers by wherein ; fhe faid, I 


thought Goody How had been a precious Saint of 
God, but now I fee fhe is a Witch; the hath be. 
‘witched me'and my Child, and we fhall never be 
well till we have a Teftimony for her, that fhe may 
-be taken into the Church. And How faid afterwards, 
That fhe was very forry to fee Stafford mentioned 
at |the Church-meeting. Stafford after this decla- 


_red her felf to be affli&ted by the Shape of How, 
- and from that Shape fhe endured many Miferies. 


Fohn How, Brother to the Husband of the Prifo- 
ner, teftifyd, That he,refufing to accompany the 


Prifoner to her Examination, as fhe defired, imme- 


diately fome of his Cattle were bewitched to 
Death, leaping three or four Foot high, turning 
about, falling and dying at once ; and going 


to cut off an Ear for a Ufe, which might per- 
haps as well have been omitted, the Hand wherein 
_ he held his Knife was taken very numb, and con- 


tinued fo, being full of Pain, for feveral Days, 

and not very well at this prefent Time; and he 

fufpected the Prifoner to be the Caufe of it. 
Nehemiah Abbot teftify'd, That unufual and 


chievous Accidents would befal his Cattle, when- 
ever he had any Difference with the Prifoner. 


Once particularly fhe wifhed his Ox choaked, and 
within a little while that Ox was choaked, witha 


~ ‘Turnepin his Throat. At another Time, refufing 


to lend his Horfe at the Requeft of her Daughter, 


the Horfe was in a preternatural Manner abufed. 


And fevefal other odd Things of that kind were 
teftify'd. 

‘There came in Teftimony, That one Good- 
wife Sherwin,-upon fome Difference with How. 
was bewitched, and that fhe died, charging this 


flow with having aHand in her Death. And thae 


other 
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Other People had their Barrels of Drink unac- 
countably mifchieved, fpoiled and {pilled, upon’ 
difpleafing of her. Ds 

The Things in themfelves were trivial, but there: 
being fuch a Courfe of them, it made them more 
confidered. Amongft other Things Martha Wood 
gave her Teftimony,that a litrle after her Father had 
been employed in gathering an Account of How's: 
Converfation, they frequently loft great Quantities 
of Drink out of their Veffels, in fucha manner as’ 
they could afcribe tonothing but Witchcraft. As: 
alfo that How giving her fome Apples, when fhe 
had eaten of them, fhe was taken with a very: 
ftrange kind of a Maze, fo that fhe knew not what: 
fhe faid or did. 

There was likewife a Heap of Depofitions, That 
one Ifaac Cummings rvefufing to lendhis Mare to 
the Husband of this How, the Mare was within a’ 
Day or two taken in a ftrange Condition. The - 
Beaft feemed much abufed, being bruifed as if fhe’ 
had been running over the Rocks, and marked 
where the Bridle went, as if burnt with a red hor 
Bridle. Moreover, one ufinga Pipe of Tobacco 
for the Cure of the Beaft,-a blew Flame iffued out 
of her, took hold-of her Hair, and not only fpread 
and burnt on her,;. but it alfo flew upwards to- 
wards the Roof of the Barn, and had like to have 
Barn on Fire, and the Mare died _ very fud- 

enly, 

Timothy Pearly and his Wife teftified, not only 
that unaccountable Mifchiefs befel their Cattle 
upon their having Differences with this Prifoner, 
but alfo that they had a Daughter deftroyed by 
Witchcrafts, which Daughter charged How as the 
Caufe of her Affliftions; and it was obferved, 
that fhe would be ftrucken down whenever How 
Was mentioned. She was frequently in danger of 
being thrown into the Fire, and into the Water in 
her ftrange Fits. Father had 
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her for charging How with bewitching her, yet as 
was teftified by others alfo, fhe faid fhe was fare 
of it, and muft die ftanding to it. Accordingly 
fhe charged How to her very Death, and \faid, 
Though How could affli& and torment her Body, 
t fhe could not hurt her Soul.. And that the 
ruth of this Matter would appear, when fhe 
fhould be dead and pace. 
_ Francis Lane teftified, That being hired by the 
Husband of this How to get him a Parcel of Pofts 
and Rails, this Lane hired ohn Pearly to affift him, 
This Prifoner then told Lane that fhe believed the 
Pofts and Rails would not do, becaufe John Pearly 
helped him; but if he had got them alone with- 
out John Pearly’s Help, they might have done well 
enough: When James How. came to receive his 
Pofts and Rails of Lane, How taking them up by 


the Ends, though good and found, yet they unac- 


countably broke off, fo that Lane was forced to get 
thirty or forty more. And this Prifoner being 
informed of it, fhe faid, fhe told him fo before, 
becaufe Pearly helped about them. | 

Afterwards there came in the Confeffions of fe- 
veral other Witches who were penitent, and af- 
firmed this How, to be one of thofe, who with them 
had been baptized by the Devil, in the River at 
Newbury-Falls. Before which he made them kneel 
down there before the Brink of the River and 
worlhip him. 
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Tie Tryal of Martha Carrier, at the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, beld at Salem’ 
by Adjournment.

angry with him, upon Jaying out fome Land near 
her Husband’s. Her Expreffions in this Anger 
were; That fhe would ftick as clofe to abbot as the 
Bark ftuck to the Tree ; andthat he fhould repent 
of it «’re feven Years came to an end, fo that 
Dr. Prefcot fhould never.cure him. Thefe Words 
were heard by others befides 4bé0t himfelf,who alfo 
beard her fay, fhe would hold his Nofe as clofe to 
the Grindftone as ever it was held fince his Name 
was dbbot. Prefently after this he wastaken with a 


Gallons of Corruption ran out of it. For fix 
Weeks it continued very bad, and then another 
Sore bred in the Groin, which was alfo launced 
by Dr. Prefcotr. Another Sore thenbred in his Groin, 
which was alfo cur, and put him to very great 
Mifery : He was brought to Death’s Door, and fo 
continued till Carrier was taken, and carried. away 
to the Conftable, from which time every Day he 


is well ever fince. 
“Sarah Abbot alfo his Wife teftified, That her, 
Husband was not only all this while afflifed in his 
Body, but alfo that ftrange and extraordinary and’ 
unaccountable Calamities befell his Cattle, their, 
Death being fuch as they could guefs at no Natural. 
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fs Toot haker teftified; ‘That Richard the Son of 
n Martha Carrier, having fome Difference with him, 
pulled him down by the Hair of the Head; When 
he rofe again he was going to ftrike at Richard 
Carrier, but fell down flat upon his back to the - 
Ground, and had not Power to ftir Hand or Foor, 
till he told Carrier he yielded; and then he-faw 
the Shape of Martha Carrier go off his Breatt. 
This Toothaker had received a Wound in the 
Wars, and he now teftified, That Martha Carrier; 
told him, he fhould never be cured. Juft before. 
the apprehending of Carrier be could thruft a Knit. 
ting Needle into his Wound four Inches deep, but» 
ently after being feized, he was thoroughly 
ealed. 
| — He further teftified, That when Carrier and he 
fometimes were at Variance fhe would clap her © 
Hands at. him, and fay he fhould get nothing by, 
it, whereupon he feveral times loft his Cattle by 
Sree Deaths, whereof no Natural Caufes could - 
e given.. 
John Roger alfo teftified, That upon the Threat- 
ning Words of this malicioug Carrier, his Cattle ~ 
would be ftrangely bewitched, as then was more 
particularly defcribed. 
Samuel Prefton ceftified, That about two Years 
ago, having fome Difference with Martha Carrier; 
he loft a Cow ina ftrange preternatural unniual 
Manner, and about a Month after this the-faid © 
Carrier, having again fome Difference with him, 
fhe told him, he had lately loft a Cow, and it 
fhould not be long before he loft another, which 
accordingly came to pafs; for he had a thriving © 
and well kept Cow, which without any known © 
Caufe quickly fell down and died. 
Phebe Chandler teftified, That about a Fortnight 
before the Apprehenfion of Martha Carréer, ona 
Lord’s Day, whilft the Pialm was finging in the - 
Church, this Carrier then her by the Shouldes, 
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. and fhaking her, asked where fhe lived : the made 
her no Anfwer, though Carrier, who lived next 
Door to her Father’s Houfe, could not but know 
whiere fhe lived, and who fhe was. Quickly after 
this as fhe was feveral times croffing the Fields, 
fhe heard a Voice, that fhe took to be Martha 
Carrier's, and it feemed as if it were over her. 
Head. The Voice tuld her, fhe fhould within 
two or three Days be poifoned ; accordingly with- 
in fach a little time, one half of her Right Hand 


Was greatly fwelled, and very painful, as alfo part’ 


Of her Face, which fhe could give no Account 

how it came. It continued very bad for fome 

Days ; and feveral times fince fhe hath had a very 

; great Pain in her Breaft, and been fo feized in her 

‘eggs, that fhe hath hardly been able to go. She 

added, That lately going’ well to the Houfe of 

God, Richard, the Son of Martha Carrier, looked 

very earneftly upon her, and immediately her 

Hand which had formerly been poifoned, began 

to pain her very much, and fhe had a ftrange 

Burning at her Stomach, but was then ftruck 

Deaf, fo that fhe co@ld not hear any of the Prayer 
or Singing till the two or three laft Words of the 

Pfalm. 

One Fofer, who confefled her own Share in the 
Witchcraft, for which the Prifoner ftood indi&ed, 
_ affirmed, That fhe had feen the Prifoner at fome 
of their Witch-meetings, and that it was this 
Carrier who perfwaded her to be a Witch. She 
confefled that the Devil carried them ona Pole to 
a Witch-meeting, but the Pole broke, and fhe 
hanging about Carrier's Neck they both fell down, 
and fhe receiveda Hurt by the fall, whereof the 
was not then recovered. 

_. ‘One Lacy, who likewife confeffed her Share in 
the Witchcraft, now teftified, That fhe and the 
_Priforner were once bodily prefent at a Witch- 

Mecting, in Salem Village; and that fhe knew the 

Prifoner 
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WiTrcHCRAFT, 35 
Prifoner to be a Witch, and to have been at a : 
Diabolical Sacrament; and that the Prifoner was - 
the undoing of her and her Children, . by entice- - 
ing them into the Devil’s Snare. 

Another Lacy, who alfo confeffed her Stiare in 
this Witchcraft, alfo teftified, That the Priféner . 
was at the Witch-meeting in Salem Village, where. - 
they had Bread and Wine adminiftred to them. 

In the time of this Prifoner’s Tryal, one Sufannea . 
Shelden, in open Court, had her Hands unaccount~ 
ably ried together-with a Wheel-band, fo faft, that - 
without cutting, it could not be loofed: It was 
done by a Spe&re, and the Sufferer afhrmed it was: 
the Prifoner’s. , 

Itisto be noted, That this Hag, Martha Carrier, ~ 
was the Perfon, of whom the Confeflions of the 
Witches, and of her own Children amongft the - 
reft, agreed, That the Devil promifed her, thatthe - 


fhould be Queen of Hel. |

ftrangely emulating what the Blefled God did 
to J/rael in the Wildernefs. | 


Acafto tells us, That.the Devil in their Idol® 


Vitzlipulteli governed that mighty Nation. . He 
commanded them to leave their Country, pro- 


mifing them to make them Lords over all the Pros 


vinces poflefied by fix other Nations of Indians, 
and give them.a Land abounding with al pretious 
Things. They went forth, carrying their Idol 
with them in a Coffer of Reeds, fupported by four 
of their Principal Priefts, with’ whom he ftill 
difcourfed in fecret, revealing to them the Suc- 
celles, and Accidents of their Way. He advifed 


when to march and when to ftay, and with- 
_ Out his Command they moved not. The firft Thing 


they did, wherever they came, was to ere&t a Ta- 
bernacle for their falfe God, which they fet al- 


Ways in the Midft of their Camp, and they placed 
the Ark upon an Altar. When they, tired with 


Pains, talked of. proceeding no further in their 


Journey, than a certain pleafant Stag@ at which 


they were arrived; this Devil in one Night, hor- 
ribly killed them that ftarted this Talk, by pulling 


out their Hearts. And fo they pafled on rill they 
came to Mexico. 


The Devil which then imitated what was in 


the Church in the Old Teftament, now amongft 


us, would imitate the Affairs of the Church iin 
the New. The Witches fay, That they imitate 
the Manner of Congregational Churches, and that 


~ they have a Baptifm and a Supper, and Officers 


amongft them, abominably refembling thofe of 


eur Lord. 


But 
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But there are feveral other Things, befides thefe, 
whichifhew their grofs and abominable Imitations, -. 
4s their knocking down witha Look ; their makin 
the Afflifted rife; their Tranfportation 
the Air; their travelling in Spirit, whilft their 
Body is caft-into a Trance; their caufing Cattle to 
run mad and perifh; their entring their Namesin © 
a Book; their coming together from all Parts at 
the Sound of a Trumpet; their appearing fome- 
times cloathed with Light or Fire ; their covering 
of themfelves and their Inftruments with Invifi- 
bility. Together with a Blafphemous Imitation of 
certain Things recorded about our Saviour afd 
his Prophets, or the Saints in the Kingdom of 
God. | 
Another Thing remarkable in Witchcraft is, be- 
fides rendring themfelves and their Tools invifible, 
the Method and Skill of applying the plaftick _ 
Power, or Spirit of the World to unlawful pur- 
poles by means of a Confederacy with evil 

irits. 

‘How Witches come by this Power, or how 
Spirits are able to put it in Practice; we cannot 
pretend to underftand. One Perfon who. was of 
the Number of the bewitched, was cruelly af- 
faulted by a Speétre, which fhe faid run at her 
with a Spindle, tho’ rio body elfe in the Room 
could fee either the Spe&tre orthe Spindle. Ac - 
laft in her Mifery, giving a fnatch at the Speéfre, 
fhe pulled the Spindle away, and it was no fooner 
fet into her Hand, but the other People then pre 
ent beheld, that it was indeed a real proper Iron- 
Spindle belonging to a Perfon they knew, which 
though locked up very fafe, was neverthelefs un- 
accountably ftole away by Demons to do further 
Mifchief. | 

Another was haunted with a moft abufive Spe@re, 
which came to her, fhe faid, with a Sheet about 
her, After fhe had undergoae a great deal of 
Teazing, 
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_ Teazing, by the Annoyance of the Speétre,fhe gaye 
a violent Snatch at the Sheet that was upon ir, 
and tore off a Corner of it, which was prefently 

“ wifible in her Hand tothe reft in the Room. Her 
father who was then holding of her, catched that: 

- he might hold what his Daughter had fo ftrangely 
feized, but the unfeen Spectre had like to hae 

ulled his Hand off, by endeavouring to wreft it

| A Young Man delaying to procure Teftimonials 
for his Parents, who being under Confinement on 
Sufpicion of Witchcraft, required him to do that 
Service for them, was quickly purfued with odd 
Inconveniences.

‘ ficer going to put his Brand on the Horns of fome 
Cows belonging to thefe People, which though 
he had feized for fome of their Debts, yet he was 
willing to leave in their Pofleffion, for the Sub. 
fiftence of the poor Family; this Young Man 
helped.in holding the Cows to be thus branded. 
The Three firft Cows he held well enough; bue 
when the hot Brand: was put upon the fourth, he 
winched and fhrunk at fuch a rate that he could 
hold the Cow no longer. Being afterwards ex. 
amined about it, he confefled, That at that very 
Inftant when the Brand entered the Cows Horn, 
exaétly the like Burning Brand wasclapped upon 
his own Thigh, where he hath fhewn the lafting 
rks of it to fuch as asked to fee them.

hereupon had a fpecial Commiffion to 
find and root out the Hellifh Crew, fince another . 
ountry in the Kingdom, which had been fo mo- 
pelted was delivered upon the Execution of the 
itches. | 
The Examination was begun with a Day of Hu- 
iliation appointed by Authority. Whereupon 
he Commiffioners confulting how they might re- 
fift this Growth of Witchcraft, the fuffering Chil- 
dren were firft examined, and though they were. 

ueftioned one by one apart, yet their Declarations 
allagreed. The Witches accufed in thefe Declara- 
ions were then examined, and though at the firit 
hey obftinately denied, yet at length many of. 
them ingenuoufly confefled the Truth of what the 
Children faid, owning with Tears, that the Devil, 

hom they call’d Locyta, had ftopped their Mouths, 
but he being now gone from them, they could no 
longer conceal the Bufinefs. The Things bythem, 
cknowledged, wonderfully agreed with what other. 
Witches in orher Places had confefled. 

They confefled, Thatthey ufed to call upon the. 
Devil, who thereupon would carry them away oe 
ver the Tops of Houfes, to a green Meadow, where 
they gave themfelves to him, only one of them 
laid, That fometimes the Devil. only took awa 
her Strength, leaving her Body on the Ground, 
but that fhe wentat other Times in Bodytoo. 

Their Manner was to come intothe Chambers of , 
People, and fetch away their Children upon Beafts 
of the Devil’s promifing fine Cloaths, 
and other fine Things to them, to inveagle them, % 
They faid they never had Powerto do thus butof “ 
Jate, but now the Devil did plague and beat them, 
if they did not gratifie him in this Piece of .Mif- 
chief. ‘They faid they made ufe of all Sorts of, 
Inftruments in their journeys; of Men, of Beafts 
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of Pofts; the Men they commonly laid afleep at 
the Place they rodethem to; and if the Children 
mentioned the Names of the Perfons that ftole 
them away, they were miferably fcourged for it, 
until fome of them were killed. The Judges 
found the Marks of the Lafhes on fome of them, 
but the Witches faid they would quickly vanith. 
Moreover, the Children would be in ftrange Fits, 


after they were brought Home from thefe ftrange 
‘Tranfportations. 


Ja, wasto give themfelves to the Devil, and vow 

that they would ferve him. Hereupon they cut 

their Fingers, and with Blood writ their Names in 

his Book. And healfo caufed them to be baptized 

by fuch Priefts as he had in this horrid Company, 

In fome of them the Mark of the cut Finger was 

tobe found; they faid, That the Devil gave Meat 

and Drink, as to them, fo to the Children they 

brought with them; that afterwards their Cuftom 

‘Was to dance before him, and to Swear and Curfe 

 moft horribly. They faid, That the Devil fhewed 

them a great frightful Dragon, telling them, If 

they confeffed any Thing; he would let loofé that 

great Devil upon them. They added, That the 

_ Devil had a great Church, and that when the 

Judges were coming, he told them, He would kill 

them all, and that fome of them had attempted to 
kill them, but could not. 

Some of the Children talked much of a white 

«Angel, which ufed to forbid them what the Devil 


- would not laft long, but that what had been done 


=. was permitted for the Wickednefs of the People. 

_ as This white Angel would fometimes refcue the 
Children from going in Wjth the Witches. 

| The Witches confefled many Mifchiefs done by 

| them, declaring with what Kind of enchanted 

Tools they did their Mifchiefs. They thought e-

The firft Thing they faidthey were to do at Blockue 


bid them do, and affured them, That thefe Doings 
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pecially to kill the Minifter of Elfdule, but could 
hot. But fome of them faid, That fuch as they 
ounded would be recovered, upon,or before their 
Execution. 7 
The Judges would fain have had them fhew fome 
of their Tricks, but they unanimoufly declared, 
That fince they had confeffed all, they found -all 
their Witchcraft gone, and the Devil then appear- 
ed very terrible to them, threatening them with 
an Jron Fork to thruft them into a burning Pit, if 
they perfifted in their Confeffion. | 
There was no lefs than Threefcore and ten Witch- 
es difcovered in one Village, three and twenty of 
which freely confefling their Crimes, were con- 
demned to die. The reft (one pretending fhe was 
with Child) were fent to Fabluna, where moft of 
them were afterwards executed. Fifteen Children, 
who confeffled themfelves engaged in this Witchery, 
died as the reft. ‘Six and thirty of them between 
Nine and Sixteen Years of Age, who had been 
lefs guilty, were forced to run the Gantlet, and to 
be lafhed on their Hands once a Week, fora Year 
together. Twenry more, who had lefs Inclinati- 
on to thefe Infernal Enterprizes, were lafhed with 
Rods upon their Hands, for three Sundays together 
at the Church-Door. The Number of the feduced 
Children wasabout ThreeHundred. This Courfe, 
together with the Weekly Prayers in all the 
Churches through the Kingdom, iffued in the Delis 
Vverance of the Kingdom..

Bout the End of 4uguff, One Thoufand fix 

hundred and Ninety fix, Chriftian Shaw, Daugh- 
ter to ‘fohn Shaw of Bargarran, Gent. in the Parith 
of Erskine and County of Renfrew, a {mart, lively, 
and well inclined Girl, aboue Eleven Years of Age, © 
perceiving one of the Maids of the Houfe named 
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Catherine Campbel, to fteal fome Milk, fhe told her 
‘Mother of it, upon which the faid Maid (being.a 
Young Woman of a proud and revengeful Tem. 
er, and much addi&ted to Curfing, Swearing and 
Purloining) did, ina mighty Rage, imprecate the 
Curfe of God three times upon the Child ; and at 
the fame time thrice uttered thefe horrid Words, 
The Devil drag your Soul through Hell. This was 
done on Monday, Auguft 17, in prefence of feveral 
Witneffes, who, afterwards gave Evidence of it. 
~ On the Friday following being the Twenty firft 
of Auguft, about Sun-rifing, one 4gncs Nai{mith, 
an old ignorant Woman, of a malicious Difpo- 
fition, addié&ted to Threatnings ( which fometimes 
were obferved to be followed with fatal Events) 
came to Bargarran’s Houfe, where finding Chriftian 
Shaw in the Court with her Younger Sifter, “the 
asked how the Lady and the young Child did, 
and how old the Young fucking Child was?.To 
which Chriftian replied, What dol know? Then 
Agnes asked, How fhe her felf did, and how old 
- fhe was? to which fhe anfwered, That fhe was 
well, and in the Eleventh Year of her Age. 
_« On the Saturday Night after, being the Twenty 
fecond of Auguf, the faid Chriftian Shaw went to 
- .Bed in good Health, but as foon as fhe fell afleep, 
begah to ftruggle and cry, Help, Help; and 
then fuddenly got up, and flew over the Top of 
the Bed where fhe lay, to.the great Aftonifhment 
of her Parents and the reft in the Room, which 
avas with fo much force, that probably her Brains 
might have been dafhed out, if a Woman provi- 
dentially ftanding by, had not broke the Force of 
athe’ Child’s Motion. She was afterwards, laid in 
.another Bed, and remained ftiff and infenfible as 
had been dead, for the Space .of half. an 
Hour, and for Forty.erght Hours after could fot 
fleep,. crying out of violent Pains throughout her 
‘whole Body, and no fooner began to fleep or 
gy 
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turn ‘drowfie, but feemed--greatly afrighted» 
crying ftill, Help, help. . | 

After this a Pain fixed in her Left-fide, and her 
Body was often fo bent and ftiff, that fhe ftood 
like a Bow on her Neck and Feet at once, and con- 
tinued without being able to fpeak for Eight Days, 
excepting fome very fhort Incervals; during 
which Time fhe had f¢arce half an Hour’s Inter- 
miffion together, the Fits taking her fuddenly, 
and coming on and going off witha Swoon or 
fhort Deliquium, but fhe appeared perfectly well 
and fenfible betwixt whiles. . 

About the Middle of September her Fits returned, 
ina Manner different from the former, wherein | 
fhe feemed. to fight and ftruggle with fomething 
that was invifible to the Speétators; and her Acti- 
ons appeared as if fhe had been defending her felf 
from tome who were aflaulting her, or endea 
veuring to hurt her, and that with fuch Force, thag 
four ftrong Men were fearce able to hold her ; 
and when any of the People prefent touched any 
Part of her Body, fhe cried out’ with fuch Ve- 
hemence,; as if they had been killing her, but 
could not fpeak. 

When fhe was feized with thofe Fits, her Pa- 
rents fent to Pafly, for Fohn White an Apothecary, 
and afterwards for Dr. fohnfton, who ordered her to 
be let Blood, and applied feveral Things to her 
without any difcernible Effe&t. All the while | 
fhe had thefe Jatter Fits, fhe was affi&ted with - 
extraordinary Rifings apd Fallings in her Belly, 
like the Motion of a Pair of Bellows, and with - 
fuch ftrange movings of her Body,.as made the © 
Bed to fhake under her. | 

Some Days after fhe was able to fpeak, during : 
her Fits, and cried, That Catherine Campbel and 
Agnes Nai{mith were cutting her Side and other- 
Parts of her Body, which.were at that time vie~ - 
lently tormented, And when the Fit was over 
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| fhe ftil) afferted, that fhe had feen thofe Perfons 
doing the Things which fhe complained of in 
her Fits; (it being obfervable that in the Inter. 
vals fhe was as well and fenfible as ever) and 
could not believe but that other Perfons prefenr, 
faw them as well as fhe. In this Condition the 
continued without any confiderable Variation, ‘¢i- 
ther as to the Fits or Intervals for about 2m 
Month. | 
After this fhe was carried to Glafcow, where 
Dr. Brisbane an able Phyfitian, ordered Mr. Henry 
Marfbal an Apothecary to prepare Medicines for 
her ; fo that having ftaid in G/afcow about ten Days, 
fhe was brought home to her Father, and had about 
a Fortnight’s Intermiffion. But then her Fits re- 
: turned, and with this Difference, that fhe knew 
- when they were coming bya Pain in her Left-fide, 
In thefe Fits her Throat was prodigioufly drawn 
down towards her Breaft, and her Tongue back 
| into her Throat, her whole Body becoming ftiff 
and extended as a dead Corps, without Senfe or 
a, Motion; and fometimes her Tongue was drawn 
y out of her Mouth over her Chin, to a wonderful 
Length, her Teeth clofing fo faft upon it, that 
thofe about her were forced to thrpft fomething 
betwixt to fave her Tongue. And it was often 
 obferved, that her Tongue was thus tortured when 
fhe attempted to pray. In this Condition fhe 
was for fome time, with fenfible Intervals, in 
q ‘which fhe had perfe& Health, and could give a 
| efull Account of what fhe was heard to exprefs 
whilft fhe was in her Fits. Her Parents re- 
folved to carry her again to Glafcow, for the 
greater Conveniency of being under the Do€tor’s 
Infpeftion and Care, and for the further Difco- 
-vering the Nature of her Diftemper, and making 
ufe of the moft probable natural Medicines. 
‘But being on her Way thither, in her Grandmo- 
“ther’s Houfe at Northban, fhe thruft or 
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of ker Mouth Parcels of Hair, fome curled, . 
fome platted, fome knotted, of different Colours. 
and in confiderable Quantities. And thus fhe 
continued to do, with feveral fainting Fits every 
Quarter of an Hour, both in her paflage to G/af- 
cow, November 12. and after fhe arrived there, 
for the Space of three Days; then from Monday 
to Thurfday following, fhe put out of her Mouth. 
Coal-cinders, about the Bignefs of Chefnuts, fome . 
of them fo hot, that they could fcarcely be hand- 
led, as Dr. Brisbane witnefles in his Atteftation. 
Then for the Space of two Days in her Swoon- 
ing Fits, there came out of her Mouth great 
Numbers of Straws, by one at atime, folded up, 
hut when out, returned to their natural Shape ; 
and it was obfervable, that in one of them there: 
was a Pin. After this Bones of feveral Shapes 
and Sizes iffued out of her Mouth, and then 
fome {mall Sticks of Candle-fir (a fort of Fir 
in-thet Country which burns like a Candle) one 
of them about three or four Inches long; which- 
when any of them attempted to pull out, they 
found them either held by her Teeth fixed upon 
them, or forceably drawn back into her Throat, 
particularly Archibald Bannatine, of Helle Junior, 
obferving a Bone in her Mouth like that of a- 
Duck’s Leg, and trying to pull it out, he dé. 
clared he found fomething drawing it back into © 
her Throat, fo that it required a great deal of 
Strength to pull it out. It is to be obferved, 
that hitherto fhe knew not how thefe Thing 
were brouglit into her Mouth, and when the 
were pulled out, fhe immediately recovered of | 
her Fit for that time. Afrer this there came out 
of Her Mouth fome Quantity of Hay, inter- 
mixed with Dung as if it had been taken out 
of-a Dunghill, which ftunk fo, that the Girl 
could not endure the Tafte and fmell of ir, . 
but was forced to wath her Mouth: with. Water, 
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| ‘Then for a Day’s Space, fhe put out of her Mouth 
a great Quantity of Feathers of Wild Fowl]; after 
that a Stone, which in Judgment of Belioldeérs, 
had been pafled by fome Perfon in a Fit of the 
Stone, with fome {mall white Stones, and a whole 
Nutgall ac which they ufe to dye Cloaths and 
make Ink). alfo Lumps of Candle-greafe and Egg. 
fhells ; of &1] which there were many Witnefles. 
When the Sticks abovementioned came out of 
her Mouth, fhe foretold that fhe was to be grie. 
voufly tormented with fore Fits that Night, which 
according]ly fel] out ; for a little after fhe fell into 
a Swoon, wherein fhe had no Ufe of her Senfes, 
| and though the Spe€tators called to her aloud and 
3 moved her Body, and Mr. Bannatine abovenamed 
gave her afevere Pinch inthe Arm, fhe was not 
fenfibleof it. After fhe recovered from the Swoon, 
but continuing in the Fir, fhe began to talk to 
Catherine Campbel after this manner, Thou fits there 
with a Stick in thy Hand to put into my Mouth, 
but through God’s Strength thou fhale not get 
Leave. Thou art permitted to torment me, but I 
truft in God, thou fhalt never get my Life, though 
it is my Life thou defigneft. And calling for a 
Bible and Candle faid, Come near me Kate, and I 
Will let thee fee where a Godly Man was given up 
to Satan to be tormented, but God kept his Life in 
his own Hand ; and fo I truft in God, thou fhale 
never get myLife, and all that thou fhalt be per. 
mitted to do unto me, I hope through God's Mer- 
cy, fhall turnto my Advantage. This Man was 
robbed of al], and tormented in Body, and had 
nothing left him but an ill Wife. Come near me 
Kate, and I will read it tothee; and reading thar 
Pafflage of Job, when fhe came tothe Place where 
fhe faid, Curfe God and die, the Damfel confide- 
ring thefe Words a little, faid, O! what a Wife 
was this, that’>bid her Husband curfe God and die f 


She who fhould have been a Comfort to him in his 
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Trouble, turned a Crofs to him. Then, after — 
reading the Chapter through to the End, fhe looked. 
towardsthe Feet of the Bed, and faid, Now Kate, | 
what thinks thou of that?

- Portion too, if thou do not repent and confefs and 


feék Mercy. Again, turning over the Book, fhe 
read about Pilate; faying, Pilate he made a Shew 
of cleanfing himfelf from Chrift’s Blood, he wafhed 
his Hands and declared himfelf inncocent ; but for 
all his.wafhing, he had a foul Heart, he would not 
lofe his-Office for the faving of Chrift’s Life; he 
knew well enovgh that Chrift was an innocent 
Perfon, but he preferred his Honour before Chrift ; 
therefore to pleafe the ews, and to quench the 
Struggling in his Confcience, he wafhed his Hands, 
ang then delivered Chrift to be crucified by them. 


_ Thus fhe continued for more than twoHours Space, 


reafoning at this rate, and exhorting her to repent, 
guoting many Places in Scripture, in the Revela- 
tions and the £vangelifs: And when any one of- 
fered to take her Bible from her, fhe uttered 
dreadful Shrieks and Out-cries; faying, She would 
never part with her Bible as Jong as fhe lived, fhe 
would keep it in {pire of all the Devils. 


~ Before we pafs fiom this it will be neceffary to 
give 
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give the Reader notice of fome few Things wor- - 
thy Obfervation ; as, Firft, That while the called ’ 
for her Bible and a Candle, the neither heard nor © 
faw any of thofe Perfons; were then a@tually’ 
and difcernibly prefent in the Room with her, . 
and that Catherine Campbel, to whom ihe direfted 
her Speech, was not difcernibly prefent to any 
Body but her felf. And the Pinch Mr. Bannatine - 
gave her inher infenfible Fit, fhe complained of afs - 
terwards, but knew not how fhe came by it, nor did : 
fhe blame any of her Tormenters for it. Secondly, 
That thefe Words fet dowmas fpoke by her, were 
the very fame both for Words and Order, as nearly 
as they could be gathered and remembered by the - 
Hearers, without any Addition of their own. 
Thirdly, That although fhe was a Girl of a preg- 
nant Spirit above her Age, knew more of the - 
Scriptures and had a good Underftanding, above 
what might be expeéted of one of her Years, of — 
the fundamental Principles of Religion; yet we 
doubt not but in fo ftrong a Combat, the Lord. 
did by his good Spirit gracioufly afford her a more 
than ordinary Meafure of Affiftance. 

Some time after the Trafh above mentioned 
iffued out of her Mouth fhe fell into extream vio- 
Jent Fits, with lamentable Outcries, four Perfons © 
being hardly able to hinder her from climbing 
up the Walls of the Chamber, or from doing her 
felf Hurt ; in the mean time fhe had no Power to 
fpeak, her Back and the reft of her Body was 
grievoufly pained, and in this Condition fhe con- 
tinued four or five Days with the ufual Intervals. 
During which fhe declared, That four Men, 4- 
lexander and James Anderfon, and other two {of 
whom fhe gave particular and exatt Marks, bur: 
knew not their Names) were tormenting her. Te 
was obferved that many of thofe the named were. 
known to be Perfons of ill Fame, as were thefe: 
two Perfons laft mentioned, It is alfo remarkable, 
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that. for. fometime fhe. knew not the Natne of the 
faid ..Alewander, Anderfon, till one Day he camea 
begging to, the Door of the Houfe where fhe was, 
then. immediately fhe cried out, That was he whom 
fhe had feen,amongft the Crew. 3 
'. After this fhe fell into other Fits, wherein the 
faw the Perfons before named with fome others, 
and heard and faw feveral Things that pafs’d amongft 
them. Particularly fhe fometimes foretold when 
’ fhe was to have the Fits, and how often fhe fhould 
have them, which fell out accordingly. 

About the eighth of December being brought 
home from G/afcow, and having had fix or feven 
Days Refpite from her Fits, fhe fell into a fright- 
ful and terrible Relapfe ; the Occafion whereof fhe 
declared to be, her feeing the Devil in prodigious 
and horrid Shapes, threatning to devour her, fhe 
would fall down dead and become ftiff, with all 

the Parts of her Body ftretched out, like a Corps 
- without Senfe or Motion; thefe Fits came fud- 
denly without her Knowledge, and fhe did as fud- 
denly recover and grow perfectly well; and they 
ufually came on her when fhe offered to pray. 
Sometimes fhe knew when the other Fits were a 
coming ; howlong they would continue, and when 
they would return, In which Fits her Eyes altered 
_ Strangely, and turned in her Head, tothe Admi- 
ration of the Beholders, with a continual Pain ae 
bout her Heart; fometimes her Joints were con- 
trated together, and her Forehead drawn forcibly 
about towards her Shoulders; thefe Fits fhe took 
by falling intoa Swoon, and would inftantly re- 
cover inthe fame manner. | 

During this time her ‘Fits altered again, as to 
their Times of coming and Continuance, in which 
time fie fometimes endeavoured to bite her own 
Fingers, or any thing elfe that came in her way; 
fhe did the like when fhe faw the Perfons before 
mentioned, or any. one of them about her ; et 
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would gore out to the People about her 


where they were, but they’ could not fee 
them ; and fometimes fhe declared, that fhe had 
Hold of them by their Cloaths, Particularly the 
Seventeenth of December, being ina fevere Fir, fhe 
cried out of feveral Perfons that were tormenting 
her, and being in the Bed, grafped with her 
Hands towards the Foot of it, and cried out, that 
fhe had catched hold of the Sleeves of one G. P’s 
Jerkin or Jacket, which was as fhe faid, ragged at 
the Elbows; and at that very time, her Morher 
and Aunt heard the Sound of the rending or tearing 
of aCloth, but faw nothing, only they found in 
each of the Girl's Hands a bit of Red Cloth, 
which looked as if it had been torn off of a Gare 
ment, of which kind of Cloth there was none in 
the Room, nor in any Part of the Houfe. At the 
fame time fhe told them, there was fuch a one 
among the Crew going to pinch her Tongue, 
which was thereupon inftantly pulled back into her 
Throat, and fhe Jay Dumb for a confiderable time. 
Sometime after her Recovery from her Fits, fhe 
told that fhe heard feveral Things fpoke by her 
Tormentors, but durft not make them known, 
becaufe they threatned to torment her more if fhe 
did; and accordingly, when her Mother, or others 
prevailed with her to tell them any thing, fhe was 
inftantly tormented. She added, That her Tor- 
mentors appeared to her with Lights, and ftrange 
forts of Candles, which were frightful to look on. 

Thus fhe continued till the firft of Fanuary, iP 
fuch Fits as were before mentioned, with fome 
Alterations, and had likewife other fwooning Fits, 
wherein fhe continued for Two or Three Hours to- 
gether, fometimes more, fometimes lefs, with 
very fhort Intervals, in which Fits fhe did not 
complain much of Pain, but had a great Palpi- 
tation in her Breaft, and fometimes ftrange and 
unaccountable Motions in other Parts of her Body, 
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which continued, ina greater or lefs degree, du. 

ring the whole time of the Fit, wherein fhe was 

Heat besded, and not fo folid in herMind as at other 
times ; though in the Intervals of thefe, as of al} 
other Fits, fhe was compofed enovgh; and thefe 
Fits, as all the reft, came fuddenly on, and went 

* as fuddenly off by a Swoon. 

Before we proceed any further, it is fit to ob. 
ferve, Firft, That Agnes Naifmith, before mentioned, 
being brought by the Parents a fecond time to fee 
the Girl, did (without being defired) pray that 
the Lord God of Heaven and Earth might fend 
the Damfe] her Health, and difcover the Truth. 
After which the Child declared, that though the 
faid Agnes had formerly been very troublefome to 
her, yet from that time forwards, fhe did no more 
ie to her, as her Tormenter; but as fhe 
thought defended her from the Fury of the reft. 
Secondly, "That Catherine Campbel before-mentioned, 
could by no means be prevailed on to pray for 
the Damfel; but on the contrary, curfed them and 
all the Family of Bargarran, and particularly the 
Gir], and all that belonged to her, with this grie- 
vous Imprecation, The Devil let her never grow 
better, nor any concerned in her, be in a better 

- Condition than fhe was in, for what they had done 
to her: Which Words fhe fpoke before feveral 
credible Witneffes. Thirdly, ‘That Bargarran ha- 
ving prevailed with the Under Sheriff, to Imprifon 

| ghe {aid Catherine Campbel, fhe never after appeared 

‘to the Child, (though formerly fhe was one of 
her moft violent Tormenters) except once or 
twice, when it was/found upon Enquiry, that fhe 

‘was not in the Prifon, but either in the Jaylor’s 
Houfe, or when fhe had Liberty to go to Church. 
Fourthly, That at the fame time when the Child 
voided at her Mouth the Hair and other Trath 
above-mentioned, Catherine Campbel being taken in- 


to Cuftody, there was found in her Pocket a sr 
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»f Hair of feveral Colours, which being thrown 
‘nto the Fire, the Child from that time forward 
omited no more Hair; fhe declared, that fhe 
eard her Tormenters fay, That Catherine Campbel 
made the Ball, of the Hair cut off of Chriftian’s 
Head, when the Trouble was firft infli€&ed on 


her. 

Upon the firft of Fanuary, about Ten a Clock at 
Night fhe fwooned, and fell into Fits different 
from the former; fo that after her Swooning 
was over fhe Jay ftill, as if fhe had been dead ; 
yet at the fame time fhe was heard talking mourn- 
fully with a low Voice, and repeating feveral 
Stories in Metre, which they thought to be an 
Account of the Rife and Progrefs of her own 
Troubles, and thus fhe continued, ‘naming feveral 
of the fore-mentioned Perfons at times, till her 
Parents and others offered to rouze her, by touch- 
ing and moving her Body ; whereupon the uttered 
horrid Schreetches, and cried as if fhe had been 
pierced through with Swords, and affaulted for 
her Life. After this fhe fell a Singing, Leaping 
and Dancing fora long time, Laughing with a 
loud Voice in an unufual manner, tearing down 
the Hangings of the Bed, and pulling off her 
Head-Cloaths, in which Extravagancies fhe atted 
with fuch Force and Strength, that her Father and 


— 


-@ethe Minifter, though joining with their whole 
Strength, could not hinder her from Dancing and 
/ Leaping. But after Prayer, the Minifter finding, 


her compofed, enquired if fhe remembered what 
fhe had done, in the time of the Fit; to which 
fhe anfwered, That the diftin@ly remembered her 
Mifcarriages, and particularly her Singing and 
Dancing ; adding, that the Witches inclofed her 
inaRing ; and that theirDancing and Singing about 
her, was the Occafion of her Dancing, which fhe 
then gladly performed with the reft. For fome 
Days after, fhe had Fits much after the fame man- 
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ner, with fome {mall Variation: In one of them, 


fhe tore off her Head-Cloaths, and wovld: have 
ftripped her felf of all her Cloaths, if fhe had 


been permitted. 


About the Eleventh of fanuary, the fell into Fits 
different from the former, in which fhe was car. 
ried away from her Parents, and others that were 
about her with a fudden Flight ; and the firft time, 
to their great Amazement, through the Chamber 
and- Hall, down a long winding Stairs towards the: 
Tower-Gate, with fuch a fwift and unaccountable 
Motion, that it was not in the Power of any to 
prevent her; her Feet did not touch the Ground, 
fo far as any Body was able to difcern, and as fhe 
went fhe was heard to laugh in an unufual man- 
ner: But by Divine Providence the Gate being 
fhut, her Motion was ftopped, till fuch time as one: 
of the Family could overtake her, who endea- 
vouring to carry her back, fhe immediately fell 
down, and became as ftiff as a dead Corps, and 
being brought back to her Chamber, lay fo for 
a confiderable time. Upon her Recovery fhe de. 
clared, That there were abour Nine or Ten Per. 
fons who carried her away asif fhe had been ina 
Swing, wherein fhe then took -Pleafure, her Feet: 
not at all touching the Ground to her Appre- 
henfion. 

’ The Night following fhe was fuddenly carried) 
away as before, from her Parents and others, thro’’ 


ghe Chamber and Hall, and Sixteen large Steps of 


a winding Stair toward the Top of the Houfe, 
where fhe met with Apparitions of ftrange and un- 
accountable Things; but was carried down again 
as fhe thought in a Swing, by fix Women and four 
Men towards the Gate, where fhe was found, and 
thence carried up as formerly, with all the Parts 
of her Body diftended, and ftiff like one dead. 
She lay fo for fome time, and when recovered, de- 


clared, That both then and before, fhe had endea- 
voured 
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voured to open the Gate, and that thofe fhe faw 
about her helped her, with a defign to get her to 
aj fag the Court and drown her in the Well, which the 
heard them fay, they intended to do, and that then 
the World would believe fhe had drowned her felf. 
Jt is obfervable, that in one of thefe Fits afrer- 
wards, fhe was ftopped at the Gate, though it was - 
not bolted or locked; yet the Providence of God 
ordered it fo, that neither fhe nor her Tormenters 
he Me could open it, fo that they left her there as ufual. 
Before we proceed further, it is fit to take No- 
tice, That as foon as the Girl’s Affliftion was ob- 
ferved to be extraordinary and preternatural, there 


was (befides former private Prayers and Fafts by 


the Family) at the Defire of the Parents an 
nifter of the Parifh, and by the Presbytery’s"?pe- 
cial Order, a Miniiter or two appointed to meet 
one Day every Week to join with the Family, 
the Minifter of the Parifh and other good Chri- 
ftians in the Neighbourhood in Fafting and Prayer. 


And on the Twelfth of fanuary, it being the Turn 
mot Mr. Patrick Simfon, a Neighbouring Minifter to 
be there; when he came, he found the Minifter 
, met the Parifh, and the other, who was to join 
him, abfent upon neceflary Occafions, yet 
Mg cfolved to-carry on the Work with Three Elders, 


and fome other good People that were prefent. 
When he firft faw the Girl, he found her under 
fome leffer Fits, which came and went off quick- 
.fagly; fhe was fober and quiet in the time of Prayer, 
but when they fung the Ninety third Pfalm, thes 
fell into a very fevere Fit of longer continuance, 
firft Jaughing, then making a Noife like Singing ; 
after that pulling her Head-Cloaths over her Face, 
and turning fo outragious at the laft in her Mo- 
tions, that her Father could fearce hold her till the 
Fit abated. After her Fit fhe was quiet and com- 


pofed all the: Timeof Prayer ; and whilft the Mi 
 nifter 
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nifter le&ured on the Ninth-of Mark, from v: 1% 
7 to the 30th, was very attentive, carefully looking

for the Scriptures quoted, and fo continued tli ir 
the Exercife ended, and fometimes after, e:

when the acquainted the Company that fhe 

had fomething to tell, which fhe heard fome 

amongift her fay, but durft not re. 
| veal it; upon which the Minifter and her Mom r 
= - ther urged her to be free, and not obey thei a 
Devil; but before fhe got a Sentence fully pro. d 
nounced, in her Mother's Ear, fhe fell into a violen i < 
Fit, fo that her Mother and others could fcarcelm | 
hold her, till the Violence of it began to abate, Mm \ 
and then her. Mother told the Company, that theiy {

Woking of a Meeting, and a Feait her Tor. 
memeers had fpoken of in Bargarran’s Orchard, but 
was ableto fay no more. After her Recovery her 
Mother defired her to tell the reft of it, and fhe 
began = to whifper in her Ear; but could not 
get one Word uttered, till fhe was feized again with 
another Fit, as violent as the former ; whereupon 
the Minifter defired them to forbear troubling 
her any further. But it was obferved afterwards, im ' 
that Elizabeth Anderfon, James Lindfay, and 
Lindfay, Three of thofe that tormented her, con-mmm | 
fefled that they and others had a Meeting in they 
Orchard at that time, though neither of them 
knew what the Girl had faid, or what the other 
had confefled concérning it. | 
_Alittle after this, fhe was again fuddenly car 
-tied from them down a Pair of Stairs, which goe 
off from the Corner of the Chamber toa Cellat, 
.juft below it, where her Brother and Sifter were 
providentially gone before, to bring fome Drink, 
with a lighted Candle, which fhe foon put out: 
But they crying, and holding her by the Head 
Cloaths, quickly difcovered to the reft where fhe 
was. Upon which Mr. Alexander King, Miniftet 
Of Bonnil, made hafte down Stairs, where her B * 
| ther 
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ther and Sifter had loft their Hold of her; -but 
Mr. King having got Hold of her again, kept her 
in his Arms till another Candle was brought, and 
endeaveuring to bring her up Stairs, declared 
that he perceived fomething forcibly drawing 
her downwards; but ftill keeping his Hold, fhe 
fell as one dead upon the Stairs, and being car- 
ried up and laid in Bed, fhe lay fo for a confider- 
able time. When recovered from her Fit, fhe - 
declared, That the Occafion of her going forcibly 
down Stairs, was, that the Crew had fuggefted to 
her whilft fhe was light-headed, that the Devil 
was in the Meal-Cheft in the Cellar, and that if 
fhe would go down and put out the Candle, fhe: 
might force him out of it. When fome Fits of 
this kind were ready to feize her, fhe now and 
then gave Notice thereof to thofe that were pre- 
fent, and earneftly defired their Help to prevent 
her Motion, which ufually proved to be of good 
Effet, wherein the Divine Mercy is toward her 
much to be obferved. 

When fhe was in thefe flying Fits, fhe ufed to 
utter horrid Shrieks and Cries, not like thofe of 
Rational Creatures; and Three or Four Nights 
together, when fhe was afleep in Bed, there were 
heard Shrieks and Cries of the fame kind in the 
Court, when none of the Family was without 
Doors, which very much frighted thofe that 
heard them, becaufe they exa&ly refembled the 
Shrieks and Cries the Girl ufed’to utter when fhe 


. Was in her Fits; and in one of her Intervalsy 


hearing the Family talk of thofe Cries and Shreks, 
and affirming they were uttered by fome Wild 
Beaft or another, fhe told them«they were mi- 
ftaken, for it was Margaret, and two other of the 
Nameof Margats, called by their Crew their 
Moggi’s, that made thofe Shrieks, the Devil ha- 
ving promifed them at that time to carry her out 


| of the:Houfe, that they might drown her in the 


Well, 
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_ to thofe Places with a String, Cravat and Apron, 


- that Day, and of what Countenance and Vifage 


as fhe began to tell it, fhe prefently fell a: crying,

fometimes fhe offered,.with Violence, to throw 
her felf intothe Fire, and feveral Times fhe ftruck 
furioufly at her neareft Relations.

Sometimes fhe cried out of a violent Pain, by 
Reafon of furious Blows and Strokes received from 
the Hands of her Tormenters, the Noile of 
which thofe who ftood by heard diftin&ly, though 
they perceived not the Hands that gave them, 
One Night, fitting with her Parents and others, 
fhe tried out, fomething was Wounding her 
Thigh; upon which her Mother prefently put- 
ing her Hand into the Girl’s Pocket. found her 
Folding-knife open, which had been folded when 
put into her Pocket; but her Uncle not be- 
lieving it, again put up the Knife, and leaving it 
folded in her Pocket, on afudden fhe cried out as.

ing unfolded by the Help of. . P. and others ; 
upon which her Uncle fearching her Pocket, found, 
the Knife opened as before: This happened twice. 
or thrice to the Admiration of the Beholders,

_ Jan, the 25th fhe was again feized with her fwoore 
ing Fits, with this remarkable Variation; her. 
Throat was fometimes prodigioufly extended, and 
fometimes as ftrangely contratted, fo that fhe ap-

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peared in palpable Danger of being choaked: 
and thraugh the Violence of Pain in her Thicar, 
and Difficulty of Breathing, ftruggled with her 
Feet and Hands, asif fome Body had been actual.

Girl’s Trouble, wiz. Alexander Anderfon her Pa- 
ther , Agnes Naifmith, Margaret Fulton, James Lindfay, 
alias Curat, Catharine Campbel, were ail af them 
confronted, with Chriftian Shaw, before the Lord 
Blantyre, and the reft of fhe Commiffioners, and fe- 
veral other Gentlemen Of Nore and Minitters, 
and accufed by her as her Tormentets. And they- 
having all feverally touched her in the Prefeéncé 
of the Commiffioners, fhé was at each of their 
Touches, feized with fevere Fits, and caft into- 
intollerable Agonies: Others then prefent did 
tou:h her in the fame manner, but no fuch Effee 
followed: And it was remarkable, That whenCaa.

About this time Thomas Lindfay, a Young Boy, 
not yet Twelve Years of Age, was feized, upon 
ftrong Prefumptions of Witchcraft; he had faid 
before feveral credible Perfons, that rhe Devil was 
his Father, and if he pleafed he could fly in the 
likenefs of a Crow, up to the Top of a Ship’s 
Matt, he fometimes caufed a Plough. to-ftand, 
and the Horfes to break their Yokes, upon the 
pronouncing of fome Words, and turning him- 
felf about, fromthe Right Hand to the Left, con-: 
trary to the Natural Courfe of the Sun. This he 
would do when any Body-defired him for a Half- 
Penny. 

Upea thefe and the like Prefumptions he was 
apprehended; and at the firft continued moft ob- 
ftinate in Denial, yet afterwards confefled to the 
Minifter, athis own Houfe, before credible Wit- 
nefles, his Contract with the Devil,: and that he 
had received the infenfible Mark from him, which. 
is vifible upon his Body ; as alfo that he had been 
at feveral Meetings with the Devil and Witches, 
where he faid his Brother fames and others were 
prefent, and particularly thofe who had been ac- 

cufed by Anderfown. This he confefled wich fome- 

others of the like kind, before he was committed 
to Cuftody. | 

_ After this Bargarran made diligent fearch: for 

James Lindfay, Eldeft Brother to Zsomas, he having 
been all along accufed by the afflicted Girl, as 
one of her Tormenters, by the Name of the G/efd, 
or Squint-Eyed Elf, (the reft of her Tormenters 
having called him fo, becaufe of his Squint-Eyes) 
when he was brought to -the Place,-he did at firft 
obftinately deny lus Guilt ;- yet at length by the 
Endeavours of Mr. Patrick Simpfon, a Neighbour. 
‘ing Minifter, he ingenuouily confeffed ict, and 
agreed “im every material Circumftance wich the 
other two, though he knew not what they had con- 
feffled, he having neither feen them before his 
E 5: Confeffion, 
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Confeffion, nor had any Occafion of Information 
in Conference with others, being immediately 
brought thither from the Prifon of Glaftow) where 
he had been fhut pp fome Weeks before as 4 
Vagabond, in order to be fent to Foreign Plan- 
tations. | 
Amore particular Account of what all of 
them confeffed, and acknowledged before the 
Commiffioners for Enquiry, we have for further 
Satisfa€tion fubjoined to'this Narrative ; with an 
Abftra& of the Report made by the Commiffioners 
- tothe Lords:of his Majefties moft Honourable 
Privy Council, concerning the whole Matter. 
: February the r1th, There was,by the Presbyrerie’s 
Appointment a Publick: Faft, on the Girl's 
Account in the Church of Erskine, in which Mr. 
Turner, Minitter of the Place, began with Prayer; 
Expounding, Rev. 12. from v.7, to 13. Mr. fame: 
Hutchifon, Minifter at Killellin, took the next Turn 
of Prayer, and’ Preached on the 1. Per. 5. 8. and 
Mt. Simpfor concluded the Work, preaching ort 
Mat. 17. 20, 21. ‘The Girl was prefent Day; 
and before fhe came to Church that Morning, 
told, That whilft fhe was in one of her Fits the 
Night before, fhe heard the Devil. {peaking of 
that Publick Faft, and what Minifters. were) to 
be there, and that the Old) Man Mr. Fames Hutchilon 
fhould ftumble; and his Peruke fall off as he went 
upto the Pulpit, and all the People fhould Jaugh 
at him, and he fhould break’his- Neck going home. 
And when fhe came out of the Church, fhe faid,. 
The Devil was a Liar, for no fuch Thing fell out 
as he had threatned. She was all Day very quiet 
-jn Church, though troubled: with fome of her 
light Firs, during which, fome Spectres appeared, 
as fhe faid afterwards. A 
About Six at Night, there were prefent in:the 
‘€hamber with the Girl, Mr. Simpfon with his 
‘Wife, the Lady Northbarr and others, eae 
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and conferring about het Gafe; and whillt rhey 
were thus conferring together, fhe rold then, 
fhe would gladly. make fome Things known, tf 
fhe durft for her Tofmenters ; and atrerwards at- 
tempting to doit was feized witha violent Fir, 
in which fhe leaped firait up; and appeared as if 
fhe had been choaked, fo thar it was as muth as 
one or two could do to hold her faft inthe 
Arms. And when tlie Fit was over, Mr. Simpfon 
going about Family Worfhip, Expounded the 
t1oth Pfalm, and {peaking of the limited Power 
of the Adverfaries of our Lord fefus Chrift, from 
the latter part of v. 1. She was fuddenly terized 
with another violent Fit, ant fome Blood iflued 
from her Mouth, which raifed Grounds of Fear 
and Jealoufie in the Minds of the Spettators, as 
to the Occafion of it; yet they could not get 
her Mouth opened, her Teeth being clofe fet. 
And in-the Interval of the Fit, being. asked, If 
fhe found any Thing im her Mouth that had been 
the Occafion of that Blood, fhe replied, fhe found 


nothing, nor knew the €aufe of it; but opening 


her Mouth, they found one of her Double-Teeth 
newly drawn; but though Search was made fér 
the fame, it could: not bé found. After chis the 
Minifter proceeded upon-the fame Subje&, but 
was again interrupted by her renewed Fits, yet 
clofed the Exercife with Prayer; afrer this fhe 
was taken to Bed, without any further Trouble 
that Night. 

February the 12th, Margerer Laing, and her 
Daughter, Martha Semple, bemg accufed by the 
Three that had confeffed, and accufed by the 
Girl to have been attive Inftrumeénts in- het 
Trouble, came of their own accord to Barragartan’s 


‘Houfe, arid before they came up Stairs, the Girl 


faid;. fhe was now bound up, and could not at. 
Culé -Margaret Laing to her Face. According- 
Jy the Girl's: Mother having defired. vd 
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thofe who were fitting by her to feel her Body, 

they found her fo Stiff and Inflexible, that ther 
was nO moving of it, and immediately again 

found fome Parts of her Body contracted and 

drawn hard. as if by Cords; after this, Margare 

Laing, and her Daughter going up to the Chamber 

to the Girl, in the Prefence of the Minifter and 

others, defired the Girl to come to her, for the 
would do her noHarm,and laying her Arms about 

her, fpoke very fairly to her, and asked her, If 

ever fhe had feen her or her Daughter amongf 
her other Tormenters; to which the Girl did 

embed reply, She had frequently feen her 

Davghter, but declined, through. Fear to accuf 
her felf, faying faintly, no; after which Margaret 

and her Daughter recurning into the Hall, and 
the Minifter asking her why fhe faid fo; fince 

fhe had accufed her before, fhe anfwered, You 
“muft take my Meaning to be otherwife, upon 
which fhe was feized witha fevere Fit, and after 
her Recovery being urged again to {peak her Mind 
freely, Whether Margaret Laing was one of her 
‘Formenters or not; the Child trying to fay 
¥es, and having half pronounced the Word, was 

aft into inexpreflible Anguifh ; and again in the 
Interval of her Fit, fhe tried to expreis the fame 
‘Word,and faying only the Word Tint (that is,loft) 
was fuddenly feized with:another Fit ; and when 
the Fit was over, and the Child returned to the 
Chamber, Margaret Laing, who was fitting near the 
-Hall Deor, “gre thefe Words after, The Lord 
‘blefs thee, and drive the Devil out of thee. A 
little after this Margaret going down Stairs, the 
Girl came. to the Hall and faid, her Bonds were 
now loofed, and that fhe could accufe Margaret 
Laing to her Face, and declared the Occafion of 
being fo reftrained while Margaret was prefent, 
‘was, her letting fall a Parcel of Hair at the Hall 
Deor as fhe came in, being a Charm made by 4 
or 
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for that end, which occafioned her alfo to men- 
tion the Word Tint in her former Fit. And ace 
cordingly a Parcel of Hair had been found at the 
Hall Door, after’ Margaret Laing had gone ftrait 
from the Hall to the Chamber, which was im- 
mediately caft into the Fire and burnt. And it is 
remarkable, that it could be attefted, that there 
was no Hair, or any other Thing before Margaret 
Laing came in; and the Girl being asked, how 
fhe knew Margaret Laing had laid the foremen- 
tioned Charm upon her, fhe anfwered, that fome- 
thing fpeaking diftin@ly to her as it were over 
her Head, informed her fo. | 
About Eight at Night fhe was very feverely 
handJed in her Fits, much afcer the former man- 
ner; and while fhe was in her fwooning Firs, 
a Pin was feen in her, Mouth, with which~the 
feemed almoft choaked, but by. Divine Providence 
it was got out, though with much Difficulty, 
After this fhe was fomewhat compofed, and did 
not much complain of Pain, but was diftin@ly 
heard to difcourfe with fome invifible Creatures 
about her, and the Replies given by her, and heard 
by thofe that took care of her, gave them ground 
to conclude fhe was tempted to fet her. Hand 
to a Paper then prefented her, with Promifes.that 
upon yielding to it, fhe fhould never be troubled 
no more; a$ alfo that fhe fhould have fome Sweet. 
Meats, a Glafs of Sack, anda handfome Coat 
with Silver-Lace ; fhe was alfo sega heard to 
fay, refifting the Tempter, Thou art a filthy Sows 
fhould I obey thee, this was. not the End of. my. 
Creation, but to glorify God and enjoy him for 
ever; and thou promifeft what thou. cannot per-. 
form. Artthou angry at me for faying, thou Sow ? 
What fhould I call thee buta filthy Sow? Art 
thou not the filthy Devil, for as. braveas thou art 
with thy Silver and Gold Lace? Wouldft thou. 
have me renounce my Baptifm? Doft thou ar 
mife 
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mife to give me brave Men in Marriage and fing 
Gloaths, and perfe& Healch if 1 fhould confene 
toit? Doft thou fay my Baptifm will do me nie 
Good, becaufe thou’ fayeft he was not a fufficient 
Minifter that baptifed me? Thou art a Liar, | 
will be content to die if ever I renounce my Bap. 
tifm ; O! through the Grace of God I'll never 


do it. 
Aindthus fhe continued Reafoning, being both 
blind and deaf, for the Space of two Hours}. aid 
whien fhe came to her felf, did declare it was the 
Devil, who firft prefenred himftlf, tempting het 
in the Shape of a Sow, torenounce her Baptifn, 
as is hinted, and'that he chid her when fhe called 
him Sow ; and immediately appeared to her in 
the Shape of a brave Gentleman, having'Gold and 
Silver-Lace on his Cloaths, ftill urging her ro 
rériounce her Baptifm ; which Tempration thro’ 
the fpecial ‘Affiftance’' of the Grace of God’ fhe 
effectually refifted- She alfo faid, That it had 
been’ fuggefted to her by the Spirit,- {peaking 
her as formerly over hier Head, after the Combat 
with the Tempter was.paft; chat one of her Tor 
menters would'be at the Houfe to Morrow.. 
February the 13th, She was feized' with a fevere 
Fit about Twelvé a Clock at Noon, in whicli 
fhe continued above two Hours; both deaf aed 
dumb; thofe’in'the' Room’ with her cried ro her 
aloud, and pinched her Hands and orker Parts of 
her’ Body, but all to no purpofe. And in’ this 
Pofture fhe was hurried to and fro with Violence 
thfough Room ; anid’ when any Body: offered 
to hinder-the dangerous and violent Motion; fhe 
feemed to be’ in, fhie roared exceedingly. Sorte- 
times fie would ‘defire Ker Father and’ Mother, and 
Others tO conte’ and take her home (fuppofiag 
her felf motto be‘im ‘her Father's Houfe)’ when 
fie in this deplorable Gondition, Margaret 
Roger who lived im the.Neighbourhood, cante 
ibs

the Houfe of arran, enquiring for the Lady; 
and coming. up Stairs, the Girl’s Parents remem- 
bring fhe had-faid the Night before, that one of 
het Lormenters was to come that Day to the 
Houfe, brought Margaret Roger to the Chamber 
where fhe was, and as foon as fhe entered the 
Door, the Girl thougl fhe could difcern none 
of the People who were prefent with her, nor 
anfwer them when they cried to her, yet pre- 
fently faw her, and. ran towards her, crying, 
Moggi, Moggi, Where haft thou been? Walt thou 
take me with thee, for my Father and Mother 
have left me. The Spe&ators being aftonithed 
at this, caufed Margaret to {peak to the Child, 
which fhe having done, the Girl diftin@ly fpoke 
and anfwered her every Word. After this, the 
Three that had confefled were alfo. brought tothe 
Chamber where the Girl was, and as foon. as 
they entered the Door, fhe ran alfo to them 
laughing, as if fhe had been overjoyed, anfwer- 
ing them. when they fpoke to her; and Mar- 
garet Roger, . being confronted withthem, they 
declared that fhe had been at Meetings. with the 
Devil and. Witches in Bergarran’s Orchard, cons 
fulting and-contriving the Child’s Ruin. 
- The Lord’s Day following, being. February the 
14th, After fome fhort Intervals, fhe was again 
feized with her Fits, in which fhe faid Margareg 
Laing and her Daughter,, Marthe Semple, were tor- 
menting her, and cutting her Throat; which 
Words, through Violence of Pain, and Difficulty” 
of Breathing, fhe expreffed with a low and fcarce 
audible Voice; and upon naming’ Margaret Laing 
and her Daughter, the. was. toiled and tormented, 
in all the Parts.of her Body, being caufed fome~ 
times to ftand upon-her Head and Feet. at once;' 
fometimes her Belly {welling like a Drum, and: 
fuddainly falling again ; and fometimes' her Head 
and other Parts of herBody were like to be — in: 
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Pieces, fo that they that beheld her feared the 
‘would never fpeak more.’ And when the Fit was 
over, fe declared, Margaret Laing faid to her, 
whilft in the Fit, That fhe would give her a Tofty 
(which fignifies hot and fevere Handling) for 
_Maming her. | 
- At this time fhe'was feldom free of her Jight- 
headed Fits, which for the moft part were all 
the Refpite and Eafe fhe had from the inex 
preflible Agonies which fhe endured, in ber more 
Fits, unlefs when afléep. And whilf 
e was in thefe Fits, no Body could perfwade 
her to pray; yet whien ina right Compofure of 
Mind, fhe would weep bitterly at the Remem- 
brance of this, exprefling her Tears, left it might 
be an Evidence that God would forfake her. 
° February the 18th, About Two in the Afternoon, 
fhe being in a light-headed Fit, faid<the Devil 
row appeared to hér~in- Shape of a Man; 
Whereupon being firuck in great Fear and Con. 
fternation, fhe was defired to pray with an au- 
dible Voice, The Lord rebuke thee Satan, which 
. trying to do, fhe prefently loft the Power of 
her Speech, her-Teeth being fet, and her Tongue 
drawn back into her Throat; and atrempting it 
again, fhe was immediately feized with another 
fevere Fit, in which her Eyes being twifted al- 
moft round, fhe’ fell down 4s one dead, ftrug- 
gling with her Feet and Hands, and getting up 
_ again’ fuddainly,- was hurried violently’to and 
“fru through ‘the Room, deaf and blind, yet was 
fpeaking with fome invifible Creature about her, 
dutie With the Lord’s Strength ‘thou fhalt nei- 
ther put Straw nor Sticks into my Mouth. After 
this fhe cried in a pitiful Manner, ‘The Bee 
hath ftung me; then‘prefently fitting down, and 
untying her Stockings, put her Hand to that Part 
which had been nipped or pinched ; upon which 
the Spectators vifibly difcerned the lively —

of Nails of Fingers, déeply imprinted on 

that fame Part of her Leg. When fhe came 

to her felf, fhe declared that fomething fpoke to. 
her, as if it were over her Head, and told her it 
was M. M. in a Neighbouring Parifh (naming the 
Place) that had appeared to her, and pinched her 
Leg in the Likenefs of a Bee. 

She likewife declared, That the forementioned 
M. M. foon after this had been fuggefted to her, 
appeared in her own Shape and Likenefs, as 
fhe ufed to be at other times. Shortly after this, 
being being ftill affected with her light Fit, fhe 
whifpered in her Mother's Ear, the Devil was now 
appearing to her again in the Shape of a Gentle- 
man. And being inftantly feized with her light 
Fit, in which fhe was both blind and deaf, fhe 
was diftin@ly heard, arguing after this Manner ; 
Thou thinkft to tempt me to be a Witch, but 
through God’s Strength thou fhale never be the 
better: I charge thee in the Name of God to be 

one, and thy Papers too ; in the Lord’s Strength 
‘ll not fear thee: Ill ftand here, and fee if thou 
can come one Step nearer me, I think thou feareft 
me, more than I fear thee. Then turning her 
felf again, fhe was hurried to-and fro with Vio- 
lence through the Room, as formerly, faying, 
She was bitten or pinched very much in the 
Hands with Teeth, and nipped with Fingers 
above Twenty four times, which occafioned her 
to fhriek horridly, and cry out every time fhe 
received them, fhewing and pointing with her, 
Finger to thofe Parts of her Arm and Leg which 
tad been pinched and bitren; but neither faw 
nor heard any about her. And accordingly the 
SpeGtators vifibly difcerned the evident Marks 
of the Teeth and Nails of Fingers upon her 
Arms and Legs. In this Pofture the Girl con- 
tinued, from Two to Five in the Afternoon, and 
when her Miferies were over; fhe faid, M. M. — 
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her inthe Fis, that Marzaret Laing, then in Cufto 

dy, had ordered her to handle her after that. Man

_ On Friday and Saturday, the roth and 20th of 

February, the was frequently feized with the fore. 

mentioned Fits, and violently bitren, . pinched 

anid nipped in her Hands, Neck, and other Parts 

Of her Body; fo that the Marks of Nails of 

Fingers and Teeth, with the Spittle and Slabber 

Of a Mouth thereupon were evidently feen by

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‘the Lord’s Day after, being the rathid 
March, her Fits altered; her Mouth and Nog 
were prodigioufly diftorted, and by that means 


her Face was ftrangely ad horribly deformed, 


That fame Day, being at Church in the Forenoon, 
her Glove falling from her, ‘was again put into 
her Hand by fome invifible Agent, to- th 
Amazement of the Beholders. To which wé 
thay add here, which is worthy our Obfervation, 
that all this while an invifible Being haunted 
lier upon all Occafions, fuggefting many Things 
to her, both concerning her felf and others, yet 
‘was never heard, by any but her /elf. 
‘'Fhefame Day. betwixt Sermons, fhe foretold 
that fhe was to be violently tormented in: the 
Afternoon, which accordingly came to pafs; and 
in her Fits fhe named one 7. K. a Woman living 
ain the Neighbourhocd, -whom fhe faid fhe 
feen in the Church. As alfo that fhe wes Maftet 
of thefe kind of Fits, fhe was now affli€ted with, 
affefting withal, That if the faid 7. xk. were not 
fent for, fhe would grow worfe and worfe, 
which her Parents finding to be true, fent in 
the Evening for the faid 7. K. Threatning het, 
that’ if tlie’ Girl was any further troubled’ with 
her, that fhe fhould be apprehended as-orhers had 
been ; after which, the’Girl being in the mean 


time in a very fevere’ Fir, the forementioned 


K. prayed, though not defired, that God miglit 
| Flealth ; upen which the Girl 
Was no more troubled’ with thefe kind of Fits, 
but, inftantly recovered, by falling into a Swoon, 
as’ fie ufed'to- do‘ before her Recovery out of ‘any 
 Taefday, March the r6th, She was again feirzed 
with’ her other’ Fics, all‘ the ‘Parrs’ of herBedy 
being Stiff; and fometimes fhe was heard 
ng with the Genrlewoman (as fhe called her) 
vindicating her felf of what the Gentléewoman 
alled ged 
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Nedged againft her, vie. That’ the had accefed 
fome innocent Perfons as her Torrmenters? To 
which the: Girl anfwered, That fhé was 
Liar, faying, twas you your felf, and no other; 
mentioned ever any fuch Thing. mn 
Thus fhe continued till Friday afterwards, being 
never free of the light Firs, and now and ther 
alfo falling into Swoons, and appeared ‘to be al- 
moft choaked, by nieans of fome Charins and 
Inchantments invilibly -conveighed into her 
Mouth; which to the Appréhenfion ‘of the 
Spectators, were like pieces of Chefnuts, Orange- 
Pills, Whites of Eggs,’ or fuch like, all which 
were diftin&ly obferved, when’ fhe opened her 
Mouth occafionaMy in the Fit, and when the 
Speftators tried to get them out, fhe kept her 


€@e Mouth and Teeth fo clofe, that no Body could 
d@M@mopen it. And ‘when recovered out of the Fit, 
Me the told, that 7:M. a Woman in the Neighbour- 
hood, had put them in her Mouth. 
tT Upon Friday, March the roth, She was violently 


tormented with fevere Fits, in-which her Neck was 
diftorred, and bended back Jike a Bow towards 
her Heels, the ftruggling with her Feet and Hands, 
and was fometimesdftHf blind and deaf; and void- 
ed at her Mouth a great’ Number of fmali: Pins, 
which fhe faidthe forementioned M. had pur 
ithere. About Six a Clock that fame Nighr, be- 
ing violently tormented, fhe fell a crying, thar 
if the Gentlewoman was not apprehended that + 
Night, it*would ‘be in Vain to apprehend her to’ 
Morrow ; for, faid fhe, I have much to fuffer at 
her Hands betwixt Twelve and One a Clock ir 
the Morning. After this fhe lifting up her 
Fye-lids with her’ Hands, ard looking upwards 
faid, What art thou that tells'me, that the Sheri 
and my Father are coming fiere this Night? 
After which, ‘the Shenff, her Father, and’ 
Guthry, Macer.to the Jufticiary-Court, inftently

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came a Stairs, to the Amazement: of thofe. thy 
remembred what the Girl] had juft faid.. The Gir 
continued afterwards blind and deaf, yer was 
heard in the Prefence of the Sheriff, dc. difcour. 
fing with fome invifible Being near her,. faying, 
Is the Sheriff come, is he near me? and ftretch. 
ing forth her Hand to feelif any Body was near 
her, the Shenff put his Hand im hers ; notwith. 
ftanding which, fhe faid. to the invifible Being 
fhe difcourfed with; I cannot feel the Sheriff, how 
can he be prefent here ? Or-how can I have him by 
the Hand, as thou fayeft, fince I fee] it not ? Thou 
fayeft he hath Brown Cloaths, Red Plufh-Breeches, 
with black Stripes,a flowered Muflin Cravat,and an 
Embroidered Sword-belt ; Thou fayeft there is an 
Old Grey-~Haired Man with h'm, having a King 
upon his Hand, but I can neither fee nor. feel 
-any of chem ; Is this their Errand indeed ? TheGil 
being asked,. how fhe came to the Knowledge of 
thefe ftrange Things, replied as formely in the 
like Cafe, That fomething fpeaking diftin@ly, as 
over her Head, fuggefted them to her. It. is very 
obfervable, that the Perfons aforefaid had that 
fame Afternoon got an Order from the .Com- 
-miflioners of Jufticiary, to apprehend the, fame 
Gentlewoman, and were fo fat on their. way. to 
put it in Execution againft the next Morning; 
ut being Witneflesto'the Girl's: Trouble, and 
hearing what fhehad told, viz. That.a Delay in 
that Matter would prove exceeding dangerous fo 
her, they-went ftrait on, on their Journey to the 
Gentlewoman’s Houfe, and put their Warrant in 
Execution,. that fame Night. The Gir] continued 
to be violently tormented, fometimes lying with 
her Neck, and other Parts of her Body upon the 
Ground, ;as if they. had been disjointed, and 
fomeétimes endeavouring to throw her {elf into 
the Fire... About Ten a Clock, her Father, who 
had not gone with the Sheriff, began to read 7 
the 
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the Bible, and fhe repeated the Words after him, 
though blind and deaf, which made the Spectators 
apprehend, that fhe had the Senfe of hearing in 
thofe Fits, at leaft when the Word of God was 
read. To find out the Truth of which, her Fa-— 
ther ceafed from reading, yet fhe continued to 
repeat the following Verfes of the Chapter, tho’ 
none in the Room was reading, and fhe her felf 
had no Book, but was heard to fay to fome invifible 
Being; Wilt thou teach me a Part of the Old 
Teftament as webl as the New. She continued 
in her Fit, and faid to the People that were pre- 
fent; now it is Twelve a Clock, O! it is now 
Twelve ; fometimes lying as one dead thro’

but was hurried with Violence to and fro through 
the Room, crying out with a loud Voice when

Betngin 
this Pofture, and deprived of her Senfes, Fame, 
Lindfay, one of the Three that had confefled, was 
brought into the Room, and no fvooner entered 
into the Room but was rerceived by her, and the 
ran towards him Smiling, and faying, amy, 
Where haft thou been this long rime? How 
it with thee? and anfwered him diftin@ly to 
hist Becht he faid, though at the fame time fh 
neither heard nor faw any other in the Room, 
nor could fhe converfe with them, which wa 
tried by fevera] Experiments for 
articularly a Tobacco-Box being held before 
r Eyes by one of the Company, the did not fee 
it, but as foon as it was put into the Hand of 
Yames Lindfay, She asked him where he had got 
that Box? She continuing in this Condition, 
the Sheriff and her Father being prefent, thought 
fit to confront M. M. who was now come, to tty 
$£ the Girl would fee or hear her, as fhe had done 
James Lindfay, which accordingly they did. And 
as foon as M. M. entered the Door, the Girl (tho 
ftillin her Fit) prefently fmiled and faid, I fee 
he Gentlewoman now; though fhe had never 
een her perfonally before, but only by the 
SpeGre in her Fits. She likewife heard when ‘he 
Tpoke to her, and anfwered diftin@ly ro fome 
Gueftions propofed by her, fuch as, When it was 
fhe had feen her'tormenting her ? To which hhe 
‘anfwered, She had feen her the other Night in 
her Fits; and further challenged her why the had 
reftrained her from’ making known the Highland 
Woman's Name? adding, Thou pretendeft thou 
‘knoweft not what I fay, Thou knoweft well 
‘enough. Upon which the Genrlewoman, ‘fud- 
‘dainly, without being defired, prayed, That the 
Lord might fend the Girl her Health, faying, 
‘Lord hélp thee poor foolifh Child, and rebuke r 
"Devil. Which Words were no fooner 
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but the Gir] fell down as dead, and being carried 
to another Room, forthwith recovered of her 
blind, deaf, and light-headed Fit, became per- 
fetly well, and continued fo for fome Time. Be- 
ing thus recovered, and M. M. removed into ano- 
ther Room, the Girl was examined whom fhe had 
feen in her Jaft Fit; to which fhe replied, She had 
feen the Gentlewoman, tho’ r the mean time, 
fhe was altogether ignorant of her having been 
prefent with her in Perfon. | 
That fame Day the Commiffioners of Jufticiary 
being come to Bargerran, M. M. and the Girl 
were again brought. together; upon which the 
Girl being in her Light-fit, upon the firft Look of 
M. M. was fuddenly feized with fevere Fits, and 


when recovered, accufed her as being one.of her 


moft violent Tormenters, particularly mentioning 


fuch and fuch Times in which the had afflif&ed her, 


after an extraordinary manner ; as alfo what Words 
fhe fpoke in her hearing whilft in the Fit, and 
which is yet more remarkable, queftioned rhe 
Gentlewoman, if fhe did not fome tume in Dp. 
cember laft, when fhe was tormenting her, remem- 
ber how fhe went away from her in great 
Hafte, faying, fhe could ftay no longer, be. 
ing obliged to attend a Child's Funeral at home. 
In Confirmation of which, it is very credibly in- 
formed, that W.R. a near Neighbour of hers had a 
Child buried that fame Day, and that the Gentle- 
woman came not in due time to attend the Corps 
to the burial Place, but the Corps béing near 
the Church-Yard, before fhe got ro the Houfé 
from whence they came, fhe returned again to 
her own Lodging, and fo did not accompany 

the Burial at all. | 
The Lord’s Day, being March 21{t, She fell in- 
to fwooning Fits, complained of a Pain near her 
Heart, and fell down as dead, not only when the 
Fits feized her, but alfo during the Intervals ;

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._fometimes finging after an unufual Manner, and

at al] moving in the time, which the Beholders 
«faw to be true; but her Tongue moved, to pre.

‘At this time when either fhe her felf, or thofe 
about her, offered. to read any Part of the Scrip. 

ture, fhe was violently tormented, declaring, 
, That if the did but fo much as hear the Word 
,ef God read that Day, fhe fhould certainly be 
_extreamly tortured; in Confirmation of which, 
--when fome tried to read, Heb, 11. 2. 4.6. Iz. 40, 

-Pfal. 3. She fhrieked and cried out horridly, com- 

plaining that fhe was pinched, in Evidence of 
which, the Prints of the Nails of Fingers were 
“diftin@ly feen on her Arms; and being thus 
pinched or bitten, four feveral times with great 
Mile é¢ and Pain, the Skin it felf was torn off 
-thofe Parts of her Arms and Fingers, where the 
“Marks of the Teeth apd Nails ‘were obferved; 

fo that the Parts affetted fell a Bleeding; and 
her Blood was both feen and felt, by the Spe- 
“€tators. PB 

Whift the was-in this fad and lamentable Con. 
Sdition, fhe feemed to be extreamly affected and 
opprefled-with fore Sicknefs as one in a Fever; 
crying fometimeés, to remove thofe dead Children 
-out of»her fight, which fhe frequently repeated 
from Six to Nine in the Morning. She con- 
etinued thus the reft of the Day, and it was ob- 
ferved, that fome Charms or Enchantments were 
put in her Mouth as formerly ; of which be- 
ing very fenfible,” fhe fell fuddainly down on 
the Ground, putting her Hand to fome Spittle 
_which cameout of her Mouth, lifting up fomeT'rath 
‘which, fhe again caft down to the Ground, fo 
that it made a Noife; yet nothing could be feen 

“in her Spittle, nor elfewhere by Speétators, tho’ 
in 
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in-her Mouth they could diftin&ly obferve fome+ _

Monday, being March the 22d, The fore-men-- 
tioned 7. M. or #.G: came to Bargarran’s Houfe, 
and appearing Face to Face with the Girl, asked’ 
her if ever fhe had feen her in any of her Fits, - 
alledging withal that fhe could be none of her’ 
Tormenters, becaufe fhe was nor feized with a° 
Fit; tho’ looking upon her, as fhe ufed to be, 
when fhe looked upon any of her other Tore= 
menters; upon which the Girl being for fome’ 
time filent, #.M. or #. G. again propofed the- 
fame Queftion ; to which the Girl diftinttly re- 

plied, Yes ; upon which anfwered, Perhaps: 

| you have feen the Devil in my Shape. ~ 

| In this Conference there are feveral Things very" 
remarkable ; as Firft, —That the Girl upon her an- 
fwering, Yes, was immediately feized with a Fit, 
Secondly, That though after Catherine Campbel 
had touched the Girl, in the Prefence of the 
Commiffioners, upon the sth of Fedruary laft, 
fhe had ever fince that time Freedom to touch 
any of her. Tormenters, without being feized with’ : 
her Fits, as hath been hinted; yet itiStrue, that | 
inthe Room of that Charm a new one took place,,. | 
viz. when at any time fhe looked her Tormenters 
in the Face, at the firft Look fhe was feized with 
her Fits; which Charm fhe declared was laid on | 
her by the faid 7. M. or #. G. and taken off again | 
by her that very Morning before fhe came toe 


vifit the Damfe] ; and this fhe faid was fuggefted 
to her by fome invifible Being, {peaking diftinGly 
over her Head; and'that therefore now the Girl 
had Freedomto look #.M. in the Face without 
being feized with Fits, which for a confiderable 
Time before fhe could not do, when before any 
of her Tormenters. Thirdly, It is yet more ob- 
fervable, That the fame Morning before ever #. M.” 
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* came to vilit her, it was told by the Girl ‘to fe 
veral Perfons in the Family, that ¥. M.. had taken 
off that Charm, of being feized with Fits when 
looking any of her Tormenters in the Face; bug 
that. fhe had Jaid on another in it’s Room, viz. That 
as foon as the Girl fhould by Words confer with 
any of her Tormenters, fhe fhould be feized with 
a Kir, which accordingly was verified when the 
jpoketo #. M. or G. 
On Tucfday, March the 23d, The Girl, bein 
alleep in her Mother’s Bed, about Three a Clock 
in the Morning, was (having 
for fome time firugyled in her Sleep) in great 


Fear and Confternation, and béing feized- with. 


her blind and deaf Fits, took fait Hold of her 
Mother, declaring to her Father and ber, that 
the Devil was ftanding near the Bed affaulting 
her, upon which fhe cried out fuddenly, God Al- 
mighty keep me from thy Meetings; I will die 
_ rather than go to them ; I will never through the 
Grace of God renounce my Baptifm ; for T thal 
ertainly go to Hell if I do it. Thou fayft I 
Il go to Hel] however, becaufe I ami a great 
Sinner; but I believe what the Word of God 
fays, though I have: many Sins, yet the Blood of 
 Chrift cleanfes from all Sin ; and I will not add 
i great Wickednefs to my other Sins which 
thou art tempting me to. It is no Wonder thou 
lieft to me, when thou Jiedft to God's Face. I 
know thou art a Lyar from the Beginning, and the 
red Coat thou promifedft me, I know thou canf 
not perform it: And though I fhould never recover, 
Iam refolved, nevér to renounce my Baptifm. 
It is God that hath kept me all the time from be- 
‘ing a Witch, and I truft he will yet by his Grace 

keep me, not becaufe of any Thing in me, but 
his cwn great Mercy ; and that he who hath kept 
me hitherto from being devoured by thee, I hope 
will yet keep me. This Conference continued 
near 
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near the Space of an Hour, her Father, Mother, 
and others being Ear-Witneffes to the fame. 
And after Recovery the Girl declared, That ic 
was the Devil, in the Shape of a naked Man 
ina Shirt, having much Hair upon his Hands. 
and his Face, like Swines Briftles, who appeared 
to her, tempting her as above-mentioned. 

Until the Sabbath following fhe continued in 
the light Fit, but every Morning and Evening. 
was feized with her fevere Fit, and continued ~ 
ftillto name M M. (who was at this Time fet at 
ae the forementioned 7. M. E.T. a High- 
land Woman, and others, as being her Tormen- — 
ters. It is requifite to obferve here, that M. M. 
teing fet at Liberty upon Bail, the very Day 
after fhe went home, fhe again appeared to the 
Girl, tormenting her in her Fits, and continued 
fo to do feveral Days; particularly on the Sater- 
day, March the 27th, after fhe was fet at Liberty, 
on which Day the Girl was heard to name her 
in her Fits, and feying to her, wilt thou fay_ 
God help me poor and mad, or foolifh Child, as 
thou didft the other Day before the Judges? Art 
thou wifhing the Devil to take me? Where is 


Mm the Habic thou waft cloathed with the other 


Day ? 

On the Sabbath Morning, March the 28th, The 
Girl through God’s great Mercy towards her, was 
perfectly recovered from all her Fits, and be- 
came as well, fenfible and compofed as ever. - 

If it be queftioned, how the Truth of all chefe 
Things is attefted, there is none of thofe Pars 
ticulars, but what had the Witnefles Names in- 
ferted at the End of every Paragraph, and are 
attefted before the Commiflioners for Enquiry 
at Renfrew, by the Sub{fcriptions of the refpective 
Witneffes. But fince the Placing of them fo now. 
would have occafioned the Repetition of feveral 


Perfon’s Names, and made the Narrative fwell 
F 4 too 
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too much; we thought ic firteft to fet down the 
Names of the chief Witnefles together, at the 
End of the Narrative ; and rather becaufe thofe 
Things fell not out in a private Corner, but 
Thoufands in this Country have been Ear 
and Eye Witnefles of them, and have been fully 
convinced of a diabolical Hand in the Affii&ion 

of the Girl. 
We fhall only here make mention of a few of 
thofe that witnefled thefe Relations, as, the Fa. 
ther, Mother, Grandmother, and neareft Rela. 


tions of the Girl; as alfo the Servants of the, 


Pamily, who were always prefent with her in 
her Fits. Such of the Commiffioners for En. 
quiry, as of Jufticiary, as had Occafion to be 
at the Place of the Events were as follows; 
The Lord Blantyre, Mr. Francis Montgomery of 
Giffin, Sit Maxwell of Pollock. Sit ohn Houfton 
Of Houffgn, Alexander Porterfield of Porterfield, the

King of Bonnil, Mr. Archibald Wallace of Cardrofs, 


Mr. tohn Anderfon of Drimmen, Mr. Andrew Turner 


Minifter of the Place, who was frequently there; 


befides Mr. Menzies of Cammo, and Mr. Grant of 
Cuken, Advocates, who were Ear and Eye Wirt- 
nefles to feveral important Paffages of the Girl’s 


Affiittions, and the convincing Evidences of its. 
flowing from the Operation of the Devil, and his- 


Inftruments. The Truth whereof is further de- 
monftrated by the, Progrefs and Iflue of. the 
Tryal, at which were prefent on feveral Occafions, 
not only Sir ohn Hamilton of Halcraig, one of the 


Senators of the College of Juftice, Sir Fohu Shaw ~ 
of Greenock, Commiflar Smolet of Bonnel, Mr. tames — 


Stewart Advocate, who were concerned in the 
Commiffion with the others before-mentioned. 
Befides a great Confluence of feveral of the No- 
biliry and Gentry out of the Country, fuch’as

HE Commiffioners for Enquiry having met 
at Bargarran, in February 1697, chofe the

feffion of Elizabeth Anderfin, Aged about Twenty 
$even Years, as follows. 


That abour Seven Years ago, She ftayed with 
Jean Fulton, her Grand-mother, and playing 
about the Door, fhe faw a Black grim Man go

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mto her Grand-mother’s Houfe; after that her 
Grand-mother came to the Door, called her in, 
and defired her to take the Gentleman, as 
called him, by the Hand; which the did, but 
finding it very cold, became afraid, and immedi- 
ately he vanifhed. About a Month after, her 
Grand-mother and fhe being in the Houfe to- 
gether, the faid Gentleman (whom fhe then fuf- 
pected to be the Devil) appeared to them, and 
fella talking with her Grand-mother, and whif- 
pering to one anothers Ears; upon whith the 
Grand-mother deftred her to take him by the 
Hand, being a Friend of hers; but Elizabeth re- 
fufing, her Grand-mother threatned, that the 
fhould have none of the Cloaths promifed her, 
unlefs fhe would obey: Yet Elizabeth refufed,.

Jt isto be obferved, That as the Three Con. Ir 
feffors were apprehended upon feveral fc 
Qccafions, fo after their Obftinacy.to difcover 
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‘was abated, they made thefe Confeflions in fevera] 
diftin& Places without Communication, without 
Knowledge of one another's Confeffions. The 
Commiffioners examined them by other trying 
Queftions that were new, on purpofe to make 
Experiinent of their Agreement or Difagreement; 
but ftill found them to agree in the Matters of 
Fa& (declared by them) particularly in Strang. 
ling the Children, the Death of the Minifter, the 9 D 
Drowning of thofe in the Boat, and the Torment- M 
ing of Bargarran’s Daughter. The Commiffioners m 
did alfo confront them both with Chriftian Shaw, d 
the afflitted Girl, and the other Perfons accufed S/ 
(whom they had caufed to be apprehended) and 
both the Girl and the Confeffors did accufe them 
to their Faces, and convince them by Circum- 
ftances, with great Steadinefs and Agreement, 
though frequently brought in. The Commiffioners 
did alfo try fome Experiments, about the Girl's 
falling in Fits at the Approach of the Accufed, 
as is exprefled in the Narrative; and examined. 
her with thofe who were commonly about her, 
as to the Particulars of her Sufferings ; they tried.

cafther Eyes onit, fhe fell into vehement Pangs ; 


but one of the Commiffioners ordering the Book 
to be clofed, fhe immediately came to her felf, 
In the laft Place, the Commiffioners called be- 
fore them, thofe Perfons who had figned the 
Paflages of the feveral Days in the written Jour- 
nal of the Girl’s Sufferings; and having exe 
amined them upon it, tranfmitted the fame with 
the Declarations of the Three Confeffors, and 
feyeral of the Pafflages that occurred in the Pre- 
cognition, to his Majefties Privy-Council, by 
whom they were appointed to enquire into the 
Matter. 

Befides all this, The figned Atteftations of 
Dr. Matthew Brisben, Phyfician, and Mx. Henry 
Marfbal, Apothecary in Glafgow ; did very 
much influence them to the Belief of an extraor- 
ya Caufe of thofe Things that befel Chriftian 
Shaw.

Two Letters, giving an Account of what ap- 
pared moft material or curious in the Tryal 


of the feven Witcoes. 


HE. Truth of the ftrange Things contained in 
. the preceeding Narrative, was at the Firft on- 
ly.carefully fearch’d into by private Perfons; but 
at laft became fo notorious, that uponApplication, | 
founded ona Journal of thofe extraordinary Events, 
and attefted by many of the Gentry in the Coun. 
try the Privy Council gave aCommiffion for en- 
quiring into it. etait 

The Honourable Perfons to whom this. was re- 
commended, did with great Impartiality and Ex. 
attnefs make a Report, which influenced the Go« 
vernment to order the Execution of Juftice upon . 
fome of thofe Witches, who orherwife might have 
lurked without being difcovered. 

Upon this the Council dire&ted a fecond Comes 
miflion, for the Tryal of thofe that appeared to. 
them to be moft charged by the Evidence of the 
Witneffes, produced on:the firft'Commiffion.. 
veral of the Judges were not only Perfons of. Ho- 
nour, but alfo of fingular Knowledge and Experi«, 
ence,and accordingly proceeded withextraordinary 
Caution ; and were fo far from Precipitancy in the 
Affair; thac after feveral Diets of Court they ad- 
Journed to along Term, that in the mean time: 
the Prifoners might be provided wich Advocates,. 
G 3 Accords 
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_ Accordingly an Advocate appeared for them, 
and managed tHeir Defence with all the Accuracy 
that could be expected. There were above twenty 
. Hours employed at one Diet, in Examination of 
Wirtnefles; and the Jury being fhut up, fpent above 
Six Hours in comparing the Evidence ; where. 
wpon feven of the moft notorious Criminals were 
convicted and condemned. 

The Crimes charged and proved againft them, 
were not meer fpe@ral Imaginations, but obvious 
‘and plain Matter of Fa&. Viz. The Murders of 
fome Children,and Perfons of Age; and Tormenting 
of fevera]l Perfons, particularly Bargarran’s Daugh- 
ter; and both thefe not at a Diftance, but conti- 
guoufly by natural Means of Cords, Pins and the 
like. Befides the other ordinary Means of Witch- 
craft, fuch as renouncing Baptifm, entering in 
Contrs& with, and adoring the Devil ina corpo- 
yal Shape, &¢. which could not but be fuftained asa 
fufficient Ground for a Tryal in Scotland, fince 
there is an exprefs Statute, Parliament 9. AG. 
73. Queen Mary, ordering fuch Perfons to be 
put to Death. 

To make the Probation the more convincing, 
it. was adduced orderjy in three-Periods. The 
Firft confifted of unfufpe&edWitnefles, who proved 
_Fa&; from whence it was neceflarily inferred, 
that there was Witchcraft in the Cafe. The Se- 
cond did include unexceptionable Witneffes, who 
Seponed upon Facts, which made it probable, if 
not neceflary, that the Perfons’ indi&ted were the 
Witches. The Third comprehended fix pofitive 


"Feftimonies,of thofe who faw and heard the Witches 
committing the Crimes charged in the Indi&tment. 

The only valuable Subjett of Debate, was as 
to the Import of thefe laft Teftimonies; five 
whereof were by Confefflants, who had been at. 
the Meetings wherein the Crimes were committed ; 
and the fixth of Bargarran’s, Daughter, who was 


one. 
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one of the Perfons afli&ted. Theantecedent Parc 
of the Probation was by Witnefles beyond Excep- 
tion. And the Judges upon Debate fuftained four of 
thefe Six, cum nota,and T wo of them to be examined 
without Oath. So nice were they in favour of the 
Criminals Lives, fince fOme of thefe Witnefles: 
might have beemadmittedin fucka Crime withour 
any Quality, by the moft fcrupulous Judicatory 
in Europe. But all Things were carried on in th.s 
Proceeding with Tendernefs and Moderation. For 
of even the Advocates, who were fent to profecure 
the Inditment by his Majefties Council and Ad- 
B vocate, did not act with the Byafs of Parties, but 
% on the contrary, fhewed an equal Concern to have 
the accufed Perfons abfolved, if it could be found 
competible with. Juftice. 
‘ _ For which Reafon it is not doubted, but the two 
. following Letters (one of whichcontainsanAbridg- 
‘ ment of the Advocates Speech to the Jury, and the 
" other of their Anfwers to the Objections of the 
Confeffants Witneffes) will afford a fatisfactory 
View of the chiefeft Part of the Tryal, fince the 
Objef&tions which were or might have been made 
are therein ftated and anfwered, or anticipated and 
prevented ; and the intended Brevity would not 
permit at this time to print the whole Procefs, 
which being extant upon Record, any who are 
curious may have eafily Accefs thereunto.

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Catherine Campbel alfo confeffed, that fhe had pulled 
her, and had {poke fomewhat ‘to her, which fhe 
did not give Ear to, which wasno wonder, the 
Witnefles deponing at the Time, being clofe 
upon Catherine. 

Margaret Fulton was reputed a Witch, and hath 
the Mark of it ; and acknowledged in prefence of 
her Husband, that fhe made ufe of a Charm, 
which appeared full of fmall Stones and Blood. 
That her Husband had brought her back fromthe - 
Fairies, and her Repute of being a Witch is of © 
old Date; befides her being named often by the 
bewitched Girl. « 

As to the Lindfay’s they all have the Mark ; 
and were all of a long time reputed to be Witches, 
John Lindfay of Barlock, was accidentally difcovered 
by the Girl's falling into a Fit, upon his goming. 
into the Houfe. John and. James Lindfay's were ac- 
cufed by aconfefling Witch duno 1687. which Con- 
feffion is publickly read before you, and there was 
Money given to the Sheriff deputed, for the de- 
laying of the Purfuit. ames Lindfay appeared to 
William Simpfon fuddenly, and flew about like a 
Fowl, for an Opportunity to ftrike him, in re 
venge of the Quarrel mentioned in. the Depofition, 
and at laft prevailed to ftrike him dead. over a 
Wall. And finally, which is a Remarkable Indi- © 
cation both of Truth and Providence, the very Wit- 
nefles brought in the Defence.of the Lindfays, de« 
pofed fo clearly againft them,even beyond ir Pro- 
fecutors Witnefles, that their Advocate was.fur- 
Prized at it, and thereupon defifted from calling * 
any more Witnefles to. be examined.in their De- 
ence. 

It.is true fome of thefe Indications may be in. 
One and others of them in another, either from 
Nature or Accident, and yet that Perfon not be. 
aWitch: Butit was never heard nor fead, that all 
thefe Indications, which are fo many Difveretes by.

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Providence, of aCrime that might otherwife have 
remained in the Dark, did ever concur in One 
and the fame individual Perfon that was innocent; 
Yea,on the Contrary, they by rhe Wifdom and Ex. 
perience of al] Nations, do as convincingly difcover 
a-Witch, as the Symptoms of a Leprosy concerted 
by all Phyfitians, argue the Perfon affe@ed with 
the fame to be leprous; yet pit, Sag are 
not fufficient of themfelves, yer their Tendency 
and Meaning being clearly applyed to their pro.

Dives retained a natural Affeftion to his Relations. 
She went on Foot to.the Meetings with her Fa- 
ther, except only that the Devil transported them 
overthe River of Glyde, which was eafy to the Prince 
of the Air,who does far greater Things by his 
Hurricanes. She tells that Montgomery's Houle 
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declares that fhe never renounced her Baptifm, 
was cartied along by the Compulfion of a Pa- 
ent, fo that nothing can be objeéted againft her 
% Teftimony, in any Judgment, much Jefs in an ac- 
cepted Crime. | 

James Lindfay, it is true is of lefs Import, yet 
by his weeping, when he came in and was ad» 
monifhed of the Greatnefs of his Guilt, it 
appears he had a Senfe of it; He hatha natural 
what he fpeaks, yet that 1s com- 
monly the Concomitant of Ingenuity, as import- 
ing his Expreffions not to be fore-thought. He- 
concurs in moft Things with the Orhers, and yet 
he declares he faw not Margaret Fultom at Duwbarton, 
és. which implyes that he does not foil the Pri- 
foners at’‘Random, but tells what occurred to his 
Senfes, 

Fennet and Margaret Rogers, are Inftances of a 
Singular Providence ; for they did confefs the 
fame Morning that the Court did laf fit, of their 
own proper Motion, there being neither Minifters. 
nor Judges at that time by them. Agnes Naifmith 
is Fennet’s Relation, and fhe tells that fhe never 
fiw Catharine as Margaret declares fhe did 
not fee Fobn Lindfay of Barlock ; which plainly de- 
monftrates, that they tell only the Digtates of their 
natural Conftience arifing from Difcretion and. 
Knowledge of the True Matters of Fatt, they 
both profefled their Repentance laft Sabbath in the 
Church, and do perfift with a great Firmneds, 
and you fee their Deportment in their Depofit-: 
Ons to be agreeable and exact. 

Thomas Lindfay and Chriftian Shaw beng under 
Age, we did: not prefstheir being put to an Oath, 
yet you faw that they did declare in Court againft: 
thefe Criminals, m fuch an Harmony with the 
reft of the Deponents, and gave fuch a Caufe of 
their Knowledge, that it is certain, that theirYoung=.

Since thefe Witnefles are admitted by the Judges, 
. it neceflarily implies, that they meant them to be 
Probative; only they added the Words cum Nota,that 
is, you muft take notice, or Notandum eff, thr 
there muft fomething elfe concur to prove the 
Guilt of the Prifoners, befides the Depofitions of 
any two Wirneiles fuch as thefe ; but fo it is that 
all the circumftantial Evidence on which you have 
feen Probation led, for more than Sixteen Hours 
of your ‘Time, are ftremgthning Evidences of 
thofe Witnefles Credibility, and cannot but’ have 
beenctaken Notice of by you, as inferring the 
fame Things which they Depofed, whereby the 
Nota is fully taken off by the Concurrence tf 
Four other pofitive Teftimonies, agreeing with 
that of Two of thefe Witnefles, by the Extraor- 
dinarinefs of the Deceafed Perfons; by the Pro- 
bability of Circumftances, finally by the 
whole Chain of this Affair; and the Sparkles of 
an infernal ‘Bire;. which infevery Place hath 
It is true, there are fome few. of the Circum- 


as to this you may confider, Firft, That a Wit- 
nefs Deponing concerning Matter of Faét, is in 
Law-eredited more than any other fingle-Witnefs; 
and this is the prefent' Cafe as to fome of | the 
Circumftances. Secondly the Antecedent, Con- @ 
comitant and Subfequent ‘\Circumftances of Fat 
do fuftain the Teftimony, and “make: the fingle & 
Evidence ‘more full. But thirdly) The other 
Circumftances, undoubtedly proved by concurring 
Witnefles, are of themfelves fufficient; and there- 
fore you faw us at the Defire of the Judges, for- 
bear to: call the far-greateft, Part..of: our 
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nefles; becaufe the Time had.already run to fo 
great. a Length, and,at was thought that Prefump- 
tions enough were. already. proved ; for it .may as 
reafonably be imagined, that the moft reafon- 
able and curious Scheme had emerged from the 
fortuitous Concourfe of Atoms, roving without 
Rule, as that fo many Indications fhould*con- 
centre againft each of thefe Prifuners, and yet 
they remain Innocent of Witchcraft. th 

Now upon the whole you will take Notice, 
that Prefumptions being. make a more 
certain Probation than. Witnefles; becaufe Pre- 
fumptions are Natural Emanations of the Thing 
it felf, which cannot be-bribed ; whereas Wit- 
nefles are obnoxious. Soin our Law there was 
One condemned for Theft, another for Falfhood, 
and a Third. for Murthering of.a Child, merely 
upon Prefumptions, as Mr. Mackenzie relates in his 
Criminal ‘Treatife ; much, more. may, Prefump- 
tions add to the Credit of, and take off the, Worg, 
from, pofitive Witneffes ; for it isa grofs Miftake, 
that feveral Proofs, which have each of them fome 
Import, not be joined to make a full Evi- 
dence, the fame way as two fmall Candles in a 
dark Room will not fuffice; yet feveral others 
being added to them, will make a fufficient Light 
to difcover the Murtherer ; I wo Boys will be able 
to carry a Weight which one of them would not 
be able to fuftain, as two Units make a full 
Number. One Witnefs of whatfoever Dignity 
proves nothing; yet out of the Mouth of Two 
or Three Witnefles, every Truth fhall be eftab- 
lifhed ; and finally though one Coal make nota 
Fire able to do the Work, yet feveral Coals ad- 
ded to it encreafe the Flame, which is hoped 
Will be fufficient for the Operation,

demning the Innocent, and ought to incline ty

Have colle&ed according to my Promife,

ther the Bodies of the Perfons Deceafed appearing 
already to imply Witchcraft,..and the extrinfick 
Prefumptions being fo Strong and Pregnant, to 
infer that thefe Prijoners are mo Witches ? There 
concurring fuch Chara€ters, as by the Obfervation 
of all Ages and Nations are the Symptoms of a 
Witch, particularly the Marks, Fame, not Shed. 
ding of Tears, @c. which are Providential Dif- 
coveries of fo dark a Crime, that like Avenues 
lead us to the Secret of it. And finally, when Six 
Perfons of different Ages and Stations, Five Con- 
feffants;,and.the Girl, do, when, feparately ex. 
amined, agree in their Anfwers to every Mi- 
terial Queftion that is put to them though it be 
even new; fo that it could not be concerted; we 
fay, in fuch a Cafe whether or not Witnefles 
may be received to compleat the Evidence bya 
‘Pofitive Probation, of a Matter of Faé which is 
the Objett.of Senfe, though otherwife they be 
liable to Exception; if fuch Extraordinarinefs of 
the Perfons who. fuffered, Clearnefs. of the Cir- 
cumftances,and of the Diagnofticks of the Witches 
did not precede them, as you have feen it proved 
Cafe is.not, whether thefe Witnefles 
would be good.in an ordinary, Crime, which 
comimonly happens to be expofed to other Wit- 
neffles, than thofe concerned in it ; but whether 
they can be received.in this Extraordinary occult 
Cafe, and excepted. Crime of Witchcraft;, in 
which there are two fpecial Cafes to be confidered, 
Wiz. fometimes the: Acts thereof are open, and ad- 
mit the Choice of Witnedifes, fuch as Charms ufed 
in the Day time, when the Attor is vifible. But 
that, Part of Witches whereby Witches meet im 
Night time, adore'their Lord, contrive their. 
ifchievous and accordingly afterwards 
put them in Execution, when.other Witnefles are. 
a-fleep, or the Witches themfelves are 
rom 
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WITCHCRAFT, Oc I4¢9 
from Sight, we fay, this can be no otherwife © 
proved than by thefe that are privy to it, joined — 
to the pofitive Proofs and Prefumptions before- 
mentioned. 

We do not alledge that. Perfons altogether de- 
fitute of Knowledge, and Natural Conicience are 
to be admitted in any Cafe; fuch as Infants, Mad, 
Foolifh Perfons, @c. neither do we contend thar 
Thomas Lindfay, Chriftian Shaw, who are under Age 
fhould be put to their Oath; but they are only to 
be examined feparately before the Court, upon 
Queries, by which it may appear, whether or-not 
they agree with the Four other Confeflants that 
are to Depone before them; and this is. the Pri- 
foner’s Advantage in Cafe of Difagreement: But 
we infift that any Perfon above Nonage, givin 
Evidence of confiderable Knowledge and de 
Confcience (which is a fufficient Fund for all the 
Credit we want in this Cafe, which is already. 
almoft fully proved) is to be received asa Wit- 
nefs. 

As to the Second, we fhall make this as clear 
as Noon-Day ; Firft from Reafon and the Nature 
of the Thing: Secondly, the unanimous Judg- 
ment of Lawyers in all Nationsand Ages : Thirdly, 
our own Cuftoms and Decifions: And Fourthly 
the Singularity of this Circumftantial Cafe. 

As to the Firft, The Going to and Coming from 
Meetings, efpecially on foot; the falling down 
and Worfhiping the Devil there, under a Cor- 
poral Shape (which he had, when he tempted our, 
Saviour to do it;) The ufual Murthering of 
Children, by a Cord and Napkin, and the Tor. 
menting of others by Pins, ce. are plain Objects. 
of Senfe; and therefore the Senfes are to be be- 
lieved concerning them; for as Reafon hath 
Things Intelligible, and Faith Things Su. 
pernatural; fo the Senfes have Things Cor. 
poreal to their Object, in ne of which they 

are - 


| 
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are to be trufted, until it be proved, that the Ap. 
pearance is impoffible, or that the Witnefs of it is 
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an Impoftor. Ic is Part of the Witches Purchafe 
fiom the Devil, that they cannot be feen on 
fome Occafions; fo that the Abominations com- 
mitted then would remain unpuntfhed, if fuch 
Witnefles were not admitted. It cannot be thought 
that Witches (who of all Criminals are moft back. 
wards'to Confefs) would venture the Lofs of their 


“own Lives, by deponing againft others, againf 


whom they have no {fpecial Pique, yea for 
whom they have particular Affection, as feveral 
of the Prifoners are fome of the Witnefles Re. 
Jations. Nor hath the Devil any peculiar In- 
tereft to inftigate them thereunto ; for feveral of 
the~ Prifoners. have confeffed other execrable 
Crimes, whereby it cannot be fuppofed, that Satan 
would be divided againft himfelf. God in his or- 
dinary Providence hath taken fuch Care of pub- 
lick Judgments,’ that the Enemy of Juftice’s fpe- 
cial Power ceafes as to that ; as appears by the 


Witches either being not able either to do more, 


Harm, or to efcape, after God’s Minifters begin 


to aé& contrary to Satan’s Inftruments by Impri. 


fonment: And finally the Oddnefs of the Crimes, 
the Concurrence of the Prefumptions, and the 
Exiffence of Matters of Fa&, wherein thefe Con- 
feflants (though not knowing the fame other- 
wife) do agree with other unexceptionable Evi- 
dences, @c. which fufficiently add to their Cre- 
dibility: But as Falfhood being a Crime is never 
prefumed; fo a Perfon found true in man 
Things, is ftill prefumed to continue fuch, till 
the contrary be evinced. 
Astothe Second, Socius Griminis, Crc. admit- 
titur ft delittum fit nefandum, Men.

upon this Evidence alone, the Judge isnot to\Con- 
demn, nor do we required. 
As tothe Third, We have the Teftimony) of 
our Famous K. fames the Vith, Demon. ga C, 
ult. teHing us; Thatit:is our Law, that Boys, 
Girls, Infamous Perfons, 4c. are not! to bei res 
any more in’ Witcheraft; than'in human 
lefe Majefty, though they ‘affert others»to have 
been prefenc at Imaginary Meetings becaufe 
this fuppofes their having entered into» a: Pyecon- 
traét. He fays, that’Satan’s Matk, andthe Want 
of Tears are Pregnant aids’ to thee Difcovery 
He gives an Inftance of a*Girl” who having) 
named feveral Witches in her Fits, they’ were 
all Condemned upon other concurring 
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‘tions. is» not.a/common Author, : but 
Men, who, as. curious, was exact ; and as Prudent 
gid not publifh fuch Things, without the Ap. 
probation of the beft Divines and Lawyers, 
and. as a Prince is to be credited about the Law 
of his own Gountry, and as a King hath deter. 
amined any Doubt that might have remained in 
this Point, asfar asthe Law of our Government 
will permit. 
» But farther, our Lawyers and Judges have-fol. 
Yowed his Majefty ; for in all the .Procefles in the 
_ Journals, Fame, and Accufation, and the Mark, 
are ftill fuftained as.moft Pregnant Prefumptions ; 
upon which, and a very {mall Foundation be- 
fides, Witches have been frequently condemned. 
So in the Procefles againft the Bewitchers of 
Sir George Maxwell of Pollock, and Hamilton of ‘Barn;, 
Anno. 1677. One that was a Companion in the 
Crime, though under Age, is fuftained to bea 
‘Witnefs. And Witnefles are adduced before the 
“Jury for proving, that the Mark was found up. 
on’ fome of thé» Witches. Women and Minors 
‘have been received by Maultitudes of Decifions 
cited -by Mc. Kenzie, Tit. Prob. By Witneffes and 
“Tit. Witchcraft. And he alfo cites Decifions, 
where, in parallel Cafes, Companions in Crimes, 
‘and others inbabile were admitted, particularly in 
Treafon and in Falfhood; and all Lawyers con- 
clude, that Witchcraft is as much an -excepted 
‘Grime asthefe. | 

As to the Fourth, Whatever Inhability thefe 
Witnefles might be under, it is fully made up, 
and they rendered. unexceptionably habile, by 
the Train of this whole Bufinefs. It is true one 
Man, through the Concurrence of Corrofive 
‘Humours, may have an infenfible. Mark ; another 
- be envioufly defamed ; a Third may through fud- 
@ain Grief or Melancholy, not be able to 
Weep, oc. A fourth may be loaded with Suf- 
pitious Circumftances, when extraordinary 
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fell out in the Country; and a Fifth may be 
Deponed againft by two Falfe Witnefles; tho’ 
none of theie feparately may be truly Witches. 
But by the known Obfervation and Experience 
of Mankind, none except Witches have had the 
unhappy Medley and Concourfe of all or moft 
of thefe, and commonly and for the moft part 
Witches have them: So that fince the Rules of 
Juftice are eftablifhed upon that, which for the 
moft part happens, that prevails till an Excep- 
tion be apparent in a fpecial Cafe; the Con- 
junction of thefe, does as plainly give his Cha- 
racter, as the moft certain Symptoms of the plaineft 
Difeafe, being univerfally Concerted in al] Parts 
of the World, point out to us that the Perfon 
Affe&ted is truly affli&ed with that Difeate, 
whereof he hath the Diagnoftick Symptoms con<« 
curring. Ina word, one or other of thefe may 
occur in the Innocent; but no Writers do arteft, 
thar all of them have concentered in any other 
Perfon “but a Witch. And on the other hand, 
their taking Place in a Witch, through all Parts 
of the World muft proceed from a Common, 
and not from a peculiar Humour or Caufe. 
The Specifick Aptitude of fome of the Niceft 
Indications, which appeared from the Probation 
already led, to difcover a Witch, do ferve to clear 
the Ground of the World’s Obfervation concern~ 
ing them. Particularly the Devil, as aping God, 
imprints a Sacrament of his Covenant. Befides. 
that, commonly this Mark being given at the firft, 
Meeting, does by its intolerable Pain, force.the 
Witch to a Second Meeting or Rendezvous for 
oe at which the poor Wretch-being under 
this furious Neceffity, fixes the Bargain by- re- 
newing it with Deliberation, having been diverted 
in the mean time from confidering the Hate 
ridnefs of the firft Engagement by the Pain. The 
Inability to fhed Tears, may be a Charatteriftick 
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of hardening, though not eregs in. the Cafe of 
Chriftians, yet in thefe that have ceafed to be 
fuch, left the Devil giving them fuch Words of 
Scriprureeand Prayer as many have, it fhould be 
impoflible to difcover their Hypocrifie ; and that 
is not Satan’s own Intereft, fince by this Difco. 
very Occafion is given to buffoon the Profeffion 
of Holinefs. A Report often arifes without 
Ground, bur a conftant Report that keeps footing, 
implies for the moft part a furer Caufe; efpecially 
it is of Perfons below Envy, ana by Perfons 
above Calumny.

through a verrue affixed thereunto by the Devil, 
by Conjun&ion of Natural Caufes, (the fame 
way as the invifible Peftilence operates) or his 
Promife of cafting the Girl in Fits at the Witches 
Prefence, might have been general; whereby the 
Witch was in Event buffooned and difcovered,as it 
often falls out; but Satan envies even their Tem- 
poral Felicityj;and fears left by continuing here,they 
fhould be plucked out of his Hands by Converfion; 
when they come to perceive the Delufion of his 
Promifes to make them Rich, dc. | 
There was one Thing further which was tried 
before their Lordfhip’s, viz. none of the Prifoners 
who were tried (though moft Sagacious and Know- 
ing, and perfeét in Memory, fo that it could not 
proceed ‘from Ignorance or Forgetfulnefs) could 
make-out the Attempt of faying the Lord’s Prayer, 
which may either: be a: Secret Judgment for re- 
nouncing their Lord, fron: whom it is pecularey 
denominated; or by Reftraint of their new Lord, 
who may think ‘that too fpecial Homage to his 
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But we have been too tediousin that which 
may feem not fo neceflary; for this being an in- 
eonrrovertible Law and Cuftom, there 1s no need 
of Philofophy to fupport it; fince Legiflators. 


reafon, but Subjeéts muft obey; and both the - 


Fool and the Lazy (who have neither Read nor 
Thought enough to underftand this Subje&) are 
to be left to their own Chimeras; Fy left they 
fhould infult, we fhall Anfwer bri 
jettions as the Prifoner’s Advocate thought any 
ways worthy to be repeated inthis Place. 
Whereas it is Objefted, chat Delrio Se#. 5. Leff. 4. 
fays, That Companions are not to be admitted’ 


Witneffes in re{pe& of Condemnation, efpecially 


confidering that the Probation ought to be, clearer 
than the Meridian Sun. 

It is anfwered, That the Place it felf confutes. 
this Inference in the prefent Cafe; for it fays, 
That this Evidence is not fufficient to warrant 
Condemnation ; I know the contrary is commonly. 
maintained and prattifed, So that it 15 evi- 
dent, Firft, Theat the common Opinion and Cuf- 
tom is contrary ; even when there is no other 


Proof, but by the Partners of the Crime. Yer, - 


Secondly, We are not fo ftraitned, but prefume 
in his very Words, that by this Evidence alone, 


we defire not that the Prifoners fhould be con-_ 


demned. But your Lordfhips fee, that the Wit-. 


nefles we bring are not only fuch as were Con-- 
e 


comitants of the Fact; for the Proofs brought 
thefe laft Sixteen Hours. are fo many Cons. 


comitants and Difcoveries of Providence, which: 


make up any Defe& in vheir Credit that can be 
defired. Hence, Thirdly, (Meaning of thac 
Axiom, (which is Metaphérical, as appears by the 
Words, clearer than the Meridian Light) is fully: 
anfwered, and takes Place in the prefent Crile. 
Form the Extraordinarinefs of the Perfons. Af- 
fli&ed, the. Pregnancy of the Prefumption, and. 
the. 
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the Pun&tualnefs of the pofitive Proof being joined 
together, there is not a Clearer. Proof upon Re. 
‘cord in any Nation, than that to which, it js 
hoped, thefe will amount. | 
hereas this Allegation is enforced, by pre. 
tending it were of dangerous Confequence to 
allow fuch Witnefles to prove Meeting with the 
Devil, fince Satan might have reprefented others 
-by their falfe Shapes. 
It is Anfwered, 

 Firf, That we are not ftraitened in this, be. 
caufe there are many Articles proved, which 
could not have been falfified. But if we give 
 fome fcope to Reafoning, even in this Point itis 

to be confidered, that the Rules of Judgment are 
eftablifhed upon that, which for the moft part 
Atill prevails; and Rules are to be followed, till 
_ an Exception be proved in a particular circumftan- 
tiate Cafe. Butfo it is by the Experience and 
Obfervation of the Wifeft Divines, Lawyers, Phi- 
lofophers, Phyficians, States-Men, Judges and 
Hiftorians, at Home and Abroad (that are too 
‘Wife to be eyetes upon, and too Ingenuous to 
. deceive when they all concur in the fame 
“Matter of Faét) befides the Teftimony of Wit- 
ches themfelves every where, makes the Appa- 
-ritions of Witches to be commonly and: moft 
geal. So Delrio tellsus, Lib. 5. Se&. 16. It fel- 
-dom happens that they are deceived : And there- 
fore the Teftimony of the Senfes is always to 
be credited concerning them, til] it be difproved., 
For fingle or few Inftances of falfe Reprefenta- 
‘tions to the Senfes efteeming them to be true, or 
a Poffibility of Appearance being falfe, can no 
sways invalidate the Rule eftablifhed upon Ex- 
‘perience, which'is common, and for the moft 
part, whereby no Exception isto be proved ina 
{pecial Cafe ; fince a Wonder does not fubvert the 
‘Proof drawn from the common Courfe of ees 
ogic 
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Logick admits not to argue a particulari, or from | 
Pollibility to Exiftence. Law puts the Burthen of 
proving Simulation on the Affirmer, and that 
which feldom occurs is not confidered by Legi+ 
flators. 

For illuftrating of which it is further to be 
confidered, that for the moft part and commonly, 
Witches are perfonally exiftent in the Places 
where they appear, becaufe it is more eafie for 
the Prince of the Air, to tranfport them in his 
Hurricanes, which he can raife, as is plain in the 
Inftance of ob ( who was put in his Power) 
forming a Fence upon their Face, by which the - 
Violence of the Air may be diverted from choa- 
king them, than to form the Curious Miniature of - 
various Tranfa€tions on their Brain: The Difh- 
culty whereof is the greater, that all their Ex-- 
tafies are not difpofed at all times the fame way-;. 
and they have not the Seeds of this Work, unlefs 
they had once aéted it in Reality. It-is both thé 
greater Crime and Pleafure to att in Reality;. 
which therefore the Devil and Witches do rather 
chufe (unlefs the Place-be far diftant, or the 
Perfon indifpofed) and- this in Fa&: is attefted 
to be fo, by the Writers and Wirehes in all Na 
tions and Ages. 

Secondly, Notwithftanding. the Rule muft hold; 
till an Exception to. make it void be evinced, “as 
to a particular Perfon, by making it evident, chat 
the real Appearance was in that fpecial Cafe, a» 
true Miftake ; yet this Exception is for tite Safety. 
of the mifreprefented ; fince the fame Providence 
which hath permitted the Affli€tion, will order. 
the Our-gate and Way to make it void ;. either 
by the Aerial Bodies not abiding tlie.Touch; or 
fome other Diftinétion ; as Providénce commonly’ 
allows the Devil to perfonate only with Cloven- 
Feet; or that the Apparition was only to one.fingls; 
Perfon, who cannot bee Proof, or that thé Ifno-- 
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ent. can. prove this otherwife; or finally the 
known Character of a Samuel will purge and dif. 
pel the Afperfions of Satan, contrived on pure 
pofe to difcredit the Evidence of Senfe, by which 
alone his Inftruments can be difcovered. Efpe. 
cially this Charaéter being joined to che other 
Circumftances of the Providence ; fuch as when 
Men are difguifed, they are moft paffive in the 
“Scene and Prefumptions, Whereas Witches are 
a€tive in their common Life by fuch 
Words and Deeds, as (in Conjunétion with thefe 
Appearances) confpire to make us know and 
aragotth them from the truly Good; fince 
—thefe Witches ape Prophanenefs, Naughtinefs, 
and undifcerned Hypocrify, being made evident 
by Fame, fealed and confirmed by the Mark, and 
the other Difcoveries of the Prefumptions, which 
lye proved before you, ftill make a Land-Mark 
betwixt the Children of Darknefs and Light. So 
Delrie Lib. 5. Set. 16. N. 5. tells us of St. Atha- 
nafius and St. Germanus againft whom Proof was 
brought of Sorcery ; but Providence difproved it. 
it is a famous Inftance of Sufanna reprefented by 
the. Elders, which though not in the Cafe of 
Speire, yet agrees in point of Reafon. The 
Reprefentation by Pharoah’s Magicians had Cons 
comitants by which they were difcovered and 
confounded. But laftly, Suppofe that God in the 
Depth of. his Wifdom (to convince the Error of 
too much felf Confidence) fhould permit al] ne- 
ceflary Probation to concur againft an Innocent 
*Perfon; yet. the Judge following the Faith of 
roofs, eftablifhed by Divine and humane Laws, 

4s altogether Innocent. And fince this Cafe is very 
 yare, the Evil is: lefs than the eftablifhing of a 
Principle, by which moft of all thefe Monfters 

could not be cut off. . 

| Upon the whole ‘tis certain, that though often 
| times falfe Witnefles fer on by the Devil, 
| taken 
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Crimes;. yet the Teftimony of Witnefles muft- 
ftill be credited, till they, be made evident ; fo- 
thefe Apparitions of Witches, with the other. 
Specialities before mentioned, being proved,. 
ought to be efteemed real, till the Fallacy. be- 


made evident, efpecially fince there are Examples-. 
in Antient and Modern Hiftories of Satan's. re-- 
prefenting the beft of Men, as commiting Mur-- 


ther, Gc. in their proper Shape. So Delrio Lid. 5. 
se. 16. N. relates, That St. Sy/vanus was res. 


prefented by the Devil, committing Common Ca.- 
pital Crimes, and. the like of a Monk Whereof 
there are feveral Modern parallel Inftances, yet 


this cannot weaken the Rule and Faith of publick 
Judicatures, founded on no morethan the like Ap- 


pearances ; and any Argument againft the Proof’ 
in Witcherafe, will equally hold againft the Proof 
of any other Crime whatever, Wherefore the Rules. 


of them both muft be common, .as to believing. 


the Senfes fortified as above,, till. their Error.be- 


individually difcovered. 


Finally, the Certainty 1s no ways diminifhed by. 


the Extraordinarinefs of the Appearance to. the- 


Senfes ; for in Law and.Nature, Reality and not: 
Simulation is prefumed, till the.contrary be made. 


appear, by proving the Thing not poffible in..Na--. 
ture, or though it be poffible.that it is a&tually~ 
falfe. This is Anfwer enough to thofe who place- 
a~sreat deal of theur {mall Wit Nonfenfical: 


arguing againft all Divine Authority. But Writers. 


further illuftrate, that the Extraordinarinefs’ of © 
a Matter of Fact, does not )exclude its Reality. 
from being the Subje&% of the Teftimony of”

the of the Difciples whilft. Doors.

Nor could it be alledged for the Prifoners 

_ (though they had the laft Word, as perhaps ‘they 
have not, in Objeétion againft Witneffles, fince 
therein they were A&ors, by attacking the pre. 
fumed Hability, of the Legality of the Witne es) 
 that.it is not conceivable how the Girl or Wit. 
neffles could fee what the Standers by could not 
béhold. Befides the Impoffibiliry of the Real 

Bodies entring at clofe Doors and Windows, or 
not intercepting the Sight of what is at its back. 

For to this it would be! anfwered, 

Kirt, Proved Fatts muft not be denied, though 
Philofophers are not yet certainly acquainted 
with the Invifible Manner of their Exiftence. 
So in Nature, the Load-ftone draws the Iron, the 
Compafs turns always to the North-Pole, &, 
in Scripture the Angels (and the Devil was once 
fuch, retaining as yet his Natural Powers) fmote 
the Sodomites, that they could not fee the Door, 
though they faw the Houfe. Bzalaam’s Afs per- 
ceived the Angel that ftood undifcovered to him- 
felf ; and the Rod thrown down by the Magi- 
cians of Agypt was no doubt feen by themfelves, 
though invifible to the Standers by ; which ob- 
fenring of their Eyes, Interpreters explain to 
have been done by Natural Means; and yet the 
manner thereof is certainly difficult. . 

- However it is alfo certain, that if a poffible 
eway can be propofed, the Reality of a proved 
Fatt is not to be contradifted ; and this can be: 
donein the prefent Cafe. For | 
Secondly, Satan’s Natural Knowledge and ac- 

’ quired Experience makes him perfect in Opticks 
and Limning ; befides that, as aSpirit he excels 
in Strength and Agility, whereby he may eafily 

Bewitch the Eyes of others, to whom he intends 
that his laftruments fhould not be feenin this man- 
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WITCHCRAFT, 
ner as was formerly hinted, viz he conftrids the 
Pores of the Witche’s Vehicle, which intercepts 
a Part of the Rays reflecting from her Body; he 
condenfes the inter-jacent Air with grofler Meteors 
blown into it, or otherwife violently moves it, 
which drowns another part of the Rays. And 
laftly, He obftruéts the Optick Nerves, with Hu- 
mours ftirred towards them. All which joined 
together may eafily intercept the whole Rays re- 
flecting from thefe Bodies, fo as to make no Im- 
preflion upon the Common Senfe. And yer at 
the fame time by a Refra&tion of the Rays, gli- 
ding along the fitted fides of the Volatile Couch, 
in which Satan tranfports them, and thereby 
meeting and coming to the Eye, as if there were. 
nothing interjacent, the Wall or Chair behind 
the fame Bodies, may be feen; as a piece of 
Money lying out of Sight in a Cup, becomes vi- 
fible as foon as the Medium is altered by pour- 
ing fome Water onit. Several of the Perfons 
prefent knew, that the Girl declared, that fhe faw 
and heard the Doors and Windows open when the 
Witches entered,when no Doubt Satan had precon- 
denfed a foft Stoppage on the Eyes and Ears of 
others, to whom ioe was unperceived. — | 
So Apolinus efcaped Domitian’s Sight, and Giges 
became invifible by his Magical Ring. ‘ohn of 
Salisbury tells us of a Witch, that could make any: 
Thing Invifible, and Mejerus tells us of another 
that had the like Power. Some fralian Witches 
of greater than ordinary Wit confefled to Gril- 
landus, the Devil's opening Doors and Windows. 
for them, though the more Ignorant by a Fafci- 
nation, think themfelves AGors of it. Whence 
it ought not to be doubted, by any. Reafonable 
Man, what in all Times and Places is fuch un- 

deniable Faét. 
Finally, The Prifoners could not infift, that 
thofe Confeflants are to Depone only = their 
| magi- 
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Imaginations, which can prove no more againft 
themfelves or others than a. Dream. | 
For ftill it is to be minded, that there are 
other Proofs, to which this is only acceffary, 
as a Confonant Circumftance. But further, 
for Argument fake it is anfwered ; That all 


the Allegation is a Miftake, feeing they: declare: 
plain Matters of Fat, obvious not only to one, 


but feveral of their Senfes. Some.of them went 
the greateft Part of the way to thefe Meetings 
on Foot; they there faw and touched their Con. 
federates; they heard their Combinations to de. 
ftroy the Infants, the Girl, and the Minifters, 
They returned on Foot again, and even when 
they were carried there, or back again, they knew 
on the next Day, that it wasno Dream, by the 
fame way that all. other Mortals difcover the 
Difference; but moreover this was confirmed by 
fome real] Effetts of a Perfonal Prefence, as 
you have feen in the Probation; and it is yet 
further’ cleared by the Journal of Bargarran's 
Daughter's Suffering’, which was attefted be. 
- fore the former Commiffioners ; and is known in 
‘the Country; particularly the Glafs of Sack and 
Orange-Pill ; rhe Pieces of the clouted Sleeves ; the 
Words ape fuddenly ; the Murther of the 
Child by the Woman that looked after it ; which 
are conftantly told by fome of the Confefflants, as 
alfo the Houfes being ftrew’d with Meal that Night. 
The Girl’s falling in Fits, though hoodwinked, 
at their Approach, @c. And others which fhall be 
pointed at to the Jury. conjoined together, can 
be afcribed to no other Caufe but the real Ex- 
iftence of the Witches Perfons in the Place ; un- 
lefs it be faid, that Satan might poffibly have 
foifted and fuborned all thofe, and thence ir be 


concluded that the Devil did aftually fo ; in cafe 


- the ObjeGors are the Perfons that found their

Ground of the Reality of what they fancy, yea 
sgainft pofitive Grounds of Belief in the con- .« 
trary; Which arguing from Poffibility to Exift. 
ence, is already iufficiently exploded. 
Whereas for ftrengthning the Objection it is 
aliledged, That the Confeilants having been in the 
Devil’s Service, and renounced Chrift, they are 
not capable of making a Religious Oath; . 
Ir is Anfwered, 
In the Rules of Charity, the Con- 
feflants, tho’ once Witches, have now, at leaft 
the Majority of them ceafed to be fuch, having 
had the Ufe of Means, by the Minifters and 
Word, and effe&tually declared, their Repentance 
and the Devil’s ceafing to moleft them ; par- 
ticularly Elizabeth Anderfon was only carried along 
violently by her Father, and ftood out, to the 
laft, the renouncing her Baptifm, or confenting to 
thofe Crimes, which were contrived in their 
Meetings. ennet and Margaret Rogers do teftify a 
creat Remorfe, and avowed the fame, laft Sabbath, 
in the Face of the Congregation. So thofe Three 
are fufficient, whatever might be faid agsin® the. 
other Two; efpecially if we join the Improba- 
biliry, either of hazarding their own Lives, or | 
the Devil’s fending them out againft thefe Pri- : 
foners, or their deftroying their own Relations, | 
as was. remarked before. - But, | 
Secondly, Whether they remain V Vitches or not, | 
it is certainly Reafon and Experience, that the | 
Devil’s peculiar Influence ceafes, when they are , 
brought to Judgment by the common Courfe of 
Providence ; and therefore the Authors before 
cited, admit WVVitches whether Penitent or 
not. 
Thirdly, All the fuppofed Defe&s of their | 
Evidence is fupplied, and the Entirenefs thereof : 
compleated by their Teflimonies, being fo won- 


derfully confirmed ; particularly the Confeffants 


are 
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are conftant from the firft Difcovery; uniform 
* an fuch various Circumftances, not only with 
themfelves, but with the Girl. They declare no. 
thing but what is probable, moft of the Prifoners 
“fiaving been reputed VVirches; all of them ha. 
ving the Mark; and one or other of them (tg 
whom their Affociates who delighted in Mifchief, 
never failed to join) having had particular Pro. 
vocations to take Revenge by the Torture and 
Deaths mentioned; befides the other Prefump. 
| tions of Guilt, already proved before you. The 
_ Confeffants were threatned to retra& by the Pri. 
foners themfelves and their Friends, befides the 
bad ufage from others in the Country. 
- They concur with the bewitched Girl’s Te. 
ftimony, and amongft themfelves, even when 
examined fingly, and upon new Things, as fe- 
veral have tried the Experiment. On this Head 
Delrio Lib. 5. Se. 16. N. é wifely obferves, 
Though it would be eafy for 2 Demon to de- 
ceive more than one, yet it is not to be thought 
that God will equally permit it, left Judges 
fhould be wholly at a lofs in ufing their Reafon 
in the Tryal of others, which would be contrary 
to the Methods of Divine Providence. The 
Reiteration of the A&ts which they declare, as to 
fome Perfons that they never faw, except in thefe 
Congrefles, and yet whom they knew now on 
the firf Sight, is unaccountable, if they were 
Cheats. And that they are not fuch is further 
« confirmed, by fome of the Prifoners being ac- 
cufed by a confefling VVitchin the Year 1687. 
And you know, that others accufed by thefe 
Confeffants, were lately brought in Guilty by the 
Verdi& of a former Inqueft, dc. which are fo 
many joint Proofs of the VVitnefles Integrity, 
and make a Chain of Evidence and mora] De- 
monftration, both againft Error in themfelves, 


and Delufion in Relation to others, &<.

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There are fome Things alfo objefted from the 
Law of Scotland, which we fhall give fome brief 
Hints of. 

Whereas it was alledged, That thofe that -were 
indited for capital. Crimes, and fo under the 
Profecutor’s Power, cannot be admitted to be 
Witnefles ; conformable to a Statute in Regiam 
Majeftatem ; | 

To this it was anfwered, That we need not 
fay, thar thefe Statutes have the Force-of Law, 
except fo far as they are received by Cuftom, and 
are conformable to 4 A Lay-Man cannot wit- 
nefs againft a Clerk, and on the contrary, @c. nor 
need we make ufe of that which is obvious, 
viz. That thefe Statutes are only common Rules 
in ordinary Crimes ; which have their Exception 
in Occult and excepted Crimes, fuch as Witch- 
craft, dc. Not every Rule is to be overthrown, 
and particularly this Rule is fo reftrained in the 
Cafe of Witchcraft, by the-Opinions of Lawyers 
and the Cuftoms afore-mentioned, which are the 
beft Interpreters of Laws ; for if this Application 
fhould hold, a Companion in a Crime could never 
be admitted: But we pofitively deny that thofe 
Confetfants are under ourPoweror Influence ; feeing 
Elizabeth Anderfon is not Guilty of Witchcraft,for 
any Thing that does appear; The Lindfeys were 
never Indiéted for it, and the Ingiétment againft 
Jennet. and Margaret Rogers was dropped; as the 
whole Commiffion is to expire againft the firft 
of Fume, betwixt and which Time, they are to 
proceed no farther than this particular Tryal; {fo 
that this Objeétion. vanifhes. 

V Vhereas it is .pretended that the Rogers's can- 
not be received, becaufe not given out in the 
Lift of VVitneffes, conformable to the Regulae 
tion, whereby the Prifoners might have proved

fon in Office, his Teftimony is to be credited in 
what relates to his Office ; fo that the Old Cu. 
_ftom confirmed by a Decifion, uguft the Third, 
1661, where Alexander Forrefer was cited, apud 
Aa, againfta VVitch, continues as to this Point, 
as is related by Mr. Kemple, Paz. 529. 

Secondly, Any Objeftion that the Prifoners pre 
tend againft thefe VVitnefles, is in jure, or may 
inftantly appear. 

Thirdly, The Cafe is altogether Extraordinary, 
and Circumftantiate; for thefe VVitneffes had’ 
not confefled; and fo were not Exiftent under 
that Reduplication, when the Principal Lift was 
given out; whereby the Ac of Parliament can 
only be underftood of VVitnefles that were then 
Exiftent. 

And finally, The Prifoners got a general War 
rant of Exculpation for citing of any V Vitnefles 

. they pleafed, and they have had feveral Days 

fince they got this general Lift, fo that they .

Thus we have given fome Hints, which yout § th 
ewn Reafon may improve and apply, fo as to @ Co 
diffolve the Quibbles which Petty VVits, — uf 
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have not Soevl enough of themfelvesto penetrate - 
into the Depth of that which is. abftrufe, may 
nife againft ic: Their common Talent being 
either to pafs over Things fupeficially, or elfe to 
attack fome of the flighteft Qutworks, and then 
to triumph as if they had obtained the Victory. 
I confefs none could be more Sceptical as to the 
Truth of fome odd Things I had heard, and more 
inquifitive into the Reality, than I was before 
my Attendance at Bargarran’s Houfe, and the fee 
veral Dyets at Court; and my Converfation with 
fome of thofe-concerned in the Matter. But 
now, after all that I have feen, reafoned and heard, 
lacknowledge my felt intirely captivated by the 
Didtates of Natural Underftanding and Common 
Senfe, into a firm Belief and Periwafion, that as. 
there is fuch a. Thing as V Vitcherafc, fo it was 
evident in it’s forementioned Effe&ts, and that 
the Sever Prifoners were fome of the VVitches. - 
I have troubled ~~ little with my own Obe 
fervations, yet left you fhould think me toe 
Lazy, I fhall make one; and that is, that I do 
not think the greater Part of the condemned 
Prifoners will ever fully Confefs; for which 
Conje&ure I have two Grounds,, viz. that they 
are neither Ignorant nor Melancholy, but on the 
contrary, fome of them would feem to have 
been once enlightned, before they fell away, fo 
that if this be. a Sin unto Death, there is no Ap- 
pearance that they will glorifie God by a Con- 
feffion. 
Several of them are Perfons of fingular Know- 
ledge and Acutenefs, beyond the common Level 
of their Station; particularly Margaret Laing 
made Harangues in her Defence, which neither 
Divine or Lawyer could well outdo. Yer I 
thought, that when they fpoke in a Matter of any 
Concern, their Eyes ftood afquint and fixed, as 
if they had been turnimg their Ears and attends 
ing 
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ing to fome invifible Digtates. Their Anfwers 
to the Trying Queftions put tothem, were: fur. 
prizingly fubtle and Cautious, though indeed by 
the Induftry of fome of the Judges and Lawyers, 
they were fometimes catched in Lyes, Prevarica. 
tions and Contradiétions, which might have pro. 
ceeded from either Natural or Preternatural 
€audes. Some of them were efteemed’ in the 
Country, to be very fagacious and exa& in their 
Bufinefs; Margaret Luing having been a Noted 
Midwife; and one of the Lindfeys having: ac. 
quired a confiderable Fortune by his Tillage 
and Trade. Yet it was obferved, that there ‘did 
commonly break out in their Hypocritical way 
of Living, fomething odd, either of Iniquity or 
Affe&tation ; and Lindfey did cunningly enough 
get off from the Sheriff, when he was formerly 
accufed in the Year 1687. | 

- Melancholy Perfons are lovers of Solitude, 
Witches of Society and Feafts. Thofe are com- 
monly Pale and Heavy ; many of thefe Corpu- 
fent-and Voluptuous. Witches, are hard to Com 
_ fefs, as knowing their Guilt: The Melancholy 
delight to difcover their horrideft Damps,  be- 
caufe they think: them no Crime. The Con- 
feffions of the one aré every where Uniform; 
The others Phantafms are as various as their Hu- 
mours. Finally, Witches teach their Trade, 
whereas Conceits would Dye with the Melan- 
eholy,, and can. no. more be conveyed by 
them to others, than the Humour which is the 
chief Caufe thereof. As thefe diftinguifhing 
Chara&ters do hold in General, fo in this pat- 
ticular Cafe there are feveral others; fo as mof 
of the Prifoners were of amiddle Age. One not 
much above Twenty, and the firft Confeffants are 
known to be Young; fo that Dotage or Melan- 
choly are the lefs to be fufpef&ted; yea, was 
morally impoflible in many of cheir Cafes. 
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the Fa&ts which the Corifeffants had formerly 
declared before the Commiffioners for Enquiry, 
were fworn to by other unqgueftionable Wit. 
nefles before the Commiffioners for the Tryal; 
and their Circumftances were fuch, that one of 
them could not know, whatthe other had De- | 
poned. As it is already manifeft; that the real 
Effects in feveral Paflages of Bargarran’s Daugh- 
ter were not poflibly —producible ‘by any Imagi- 
nation of Humour, and it is fpecial in this Cafe, 
that neither the Prifoners, nor Confeflants, were 
diftempered by being kept from Sleep, tortured 
or the like, which were too ufual in former times ; 
but all the Meafures were ftriétly. obferved, that 
are requifite to a truly Impartial Judgment. 

There is no Need to infert the Copies of the 
Depofitions themfelves, becaufe it is not denied 
that they are fuch as reprefented in the Plead. 
ings, the chief Queftion being about the Legality 
of the laft Deponents. Nor is there any Need to 
infert the Defendants Part of the Debate feparately 
by it felf, in refpe& that itis faithfully repeated 
or implied in what-is here contained: | 

Upon the whole I do believe, that there, is 
fearce a more remarkable Providence of this Na- 
ture to be found in any true Hiftory; nor was 
there ever a more exact Caution in any En- 
quiry or Tryal of this Kind: A clearer Proba- 
tion, without Confeffion of the Prifoners them- 
felves, or a jufter Sentence, puting together all 
Circumftances upon Record.

Homas and Anne Dugdale, Parents to Richard 
Dugdale, with Mary and Alice, Sifters to Ri- 
thard Dugdale, teftifie, That Richard Dugdale’s 
Fits began foon after St. Fames’s 1h when they: 
went firft to a neighbouring Dottor for Help, 
who prefcribed feveral Things, which were ob- 
ferved without Effect; whereupon the Dottor 
was defired to take Richard Dugdale to his own 
Houfe, but refufed, acknowledging that he had 
done what he could, yet promifed to Ride-his 
Horfe a Hundred Miles if-that could help: him.. 
After this Richard Dugdale’s Fits were more vio+ 
lent; foon after we confulted. Dr. Crabtree, : who 
undertook to Cure him. Upon: which Thomas 
Dugdale went along with his Son Richard to Dr: 
Crabtree, where they ftayed a Fortnight, and up- 
on Richard Dugdale’s Fits abating they came home; 
but within few Days afrer his Return, his Fits 
were more violent than ever.. A Fortnight after 
Thomas Dugdale and his Son Richard went\to Dr. 
Crabtree the Second Time, where they ftayed not 
fo long as before; the Reafons were two; Firft, 
Rishard Dugdale was tired with the Methodspre- 
{cribed by Dr. Crabtree. The Do&tor confetled 
that he gave the Patient Phyfick enough at once 
for Six Men, which weakened Richard Dugdale fo 
much, that he had Strength little enough left to: 
carry him crofs the Houfe; yet in his Fits sean 
rong 
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ftrong Men could not hold him. The Second 
Reafon was the great Charges we were at, for it 
coft us more than Three Pounds Ten Shillings 
in a little time more than Three Weeks, which 
was infupportable, confidering our Indigency, 
and no encouraging Signs of Help: But the 
Doftor's Words to his Neighbours were at firf, 
that if the Father would bring Money enovgh, 
he would cure Richard Dugdale; yet faid at another 
time, that if the Spirit in Richard Dugdale was 
a Water Spirit, there was no Cure for it. Some 
time after we confulted Mr. Jelly, who, with 
others in the Miniftry, upon our Requeft, were 
much concerned for Richard Dugdale, Praying for 
him: neat Twelve Months, in which time he had 
many. ftrange Fits; fometimes vomited Stones, 
a Curtain-Ring, a large Hair-Button; in Fits 
would be lighter than fo many Feathers.

Upon the 20th Inftant-our Meeting was again 
at Surrey, this Account. We had bat lirtle 
Company.

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Cafes, I took Occafion from Heb. 5. 7. to clear

It was near Twelve Months we were almoft 
Weekly ‘employed upon this Account, in ‘moft 
folemn Prayer with Fafting, fome of us com. 
ing many Miles. Had .not fome of us been 
long enured in’ hard Service, it could not have 
been fo well endured. ( 
Upon the oth Inftant we again met at Surrey 
as formerly. Before the Exercife began I dealt 
articularly and plainly with the Family. «We 
had apparent. Caufe to judge that the Work 
did ftick on their Part, confidering how: Po- 
pithly they had been. brought up, and what 
rophane Lives they had led: Yea, how little 
Senfe fome. of them had of their fad Cafe, and 
how flow they were at Confefling what might 
be the Caufe thereof.

Upon the 6th of February we again met at 
Surrey upon the fame Account. I was then 
wholly failed by my--Brethren, through their 
other Occafions, as hoger ‘but ‘the Lord 
helped in all the Work. e Youth had: been — 
free from any ¢dénfiderable Fit a Fortnight, fo 
that they ‘feemed to’ be wearing off. In his laft. 
Fit' he further’ fpoke of Things done at a Dif- 
canes and at. the fame time when they were a. 

Upon the 20th Inftant there was again a more — 
full ‘Meeting of Minifters at Sarrey, upon the Oc- 
cafion aforefaid.

After that Time he told me, he did not find 
that manner of Working in his Body as here- 
tofore, fo that he hoped he was delivered. I told, 
him, that at the prefent we did not meet at his 
Father’s Houfe as formerly, for the Reafons afore- 
mentioned; yet we did continually remember 
his Cafe both privately and publickly. He owned 
the Spiritual Means, as the Caufe whereby he 
had this Help, and defired our continuing of the 
Ufe thereof. He hath been altogether freed for 
thefe many Weeks (now Years) only once he 
had fome Threatnings again as toa Fit, being then . 
in Drink ; this he was troubled for. He hath Caufe 
to be troubled,remembring what Advantage Satan 
got againft him by that Sin at firft, dreading 
left the Unclean Spirit fhould return, and his 
laft eftate be worfe than the firff, Luke 11. and the 
Lord fmote him with his immediate Hand, 
which I endeavoured to fet in with. Thus far 
Minutes were kept in a Diary, as to this Cafe. 

This fhort Journal of the faid Affair might 
feem neceflary to give the World an Account of 
this furprizing Cafe.
